"It  la  difficult."  added  the  Premier,

In  front  of  Poesele,  half-way 
between  Dlxmude  and  Ypres,  rve  took 
possession,  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
canal,  of  a  houae  belonging  to  a  fern'- 
man,  the  occupation  of  which  had  been 
disputed   spiritedly  for  a  month. 

•The  enemy  endeavored,  but  without 
auccesa,  to  compel  us  by  means  of  a 
violent  attack  with  heavy  artillery,  to 
evacuate    the  oonquored   ground. 

"In  the  r.eglon  of  Arras  and  in  Cham- 
paxne  there  has  been  Intermittent  can- 
nonading from  one  side  and  the  other, 
Rhelma  has  been  bombarded  with  par- 
ticular severity.  On  our  part,  we  have 
destroyed  With  our  heavy  artillery  sev- 
eral  earth   fortifications  of  the  enemy. 

"In  the  Argonno  the  eontest  continues 
to  be  very  hotly  wagwl.  We  hnve  oc- 
cupied several  trenches  and  repulsed 
all    counter-attacks,

JtOMK,  Mec.  S. — The  Italian  i.hanilior 
today  passed  a  vote  of  conliUence  in  the 
Government   by   413    to   4'.>. 

The  majority  of  those  who  .spoke  in 
the  Chamber,  especially  the  extreme 
left,  trit'd  to  conHtnie  iiccording  In  their 
oivii  views  the  f<tati'inem  made  by  Pre- 
iTiif  r  Snlajidia  at  the  opening  of  Parlia- 
ment on  Thursday.  The  Premier  at 
that  time  advised  that  Italy  maintain 
an  attitude  of  armed  land  watchful 
neutrality.  8onie  of  the  speakers  today 
urged  the  Government  lo  n>ak<'  a  more 
explicit  declaration,  while  others  at- 
tacked the  (cabinet,  because,  they  Kald, 
notwithHtardlng  her  heavy  mlllUry  ex- 
penHos,  Italy  wan  obltKcd  to  remain  neu- 
tral owing  to  her  military  unprepared- 
neMS. 

Premier  Salandra  replied  to  the 
speakers,  expressing  regret  at  tho  un- 
measured language  of  some  in  Jnd^nt 
the  conflict  in  which  the  powers  are  en- 
gaged. While  recognizing  the  merit* 
of  all  civilized  peoples,  and  their  con- 
tributions to  the  progress  of  the  worl<l, 
he  said  that  In  l*arllament  one  senti- 
ment is  common  to  all,  and  that  Is  love 
of  Italy.  The  whole  chamber  rose  and 
applauded  the  Premier,  crying  "viva 
Italia."

Hon,  W.  J.  Bowser  and  the 
Hon.  W,  R.  Ross  to  Study 
the  Country's  Requirements 
Prior  to  Worl<  of  Session. 


The  necil.s  and  reriulronienis  oC  the 
most  thickly  populated  section  of  the 
Inteiior  of  the  rrovinco,  tht.-  Kootenay 
and  I'.oundnry  districts,  are  to  be  spe- 
cially .studied  preparatory  to  the  formu- 
iatlon  of  the  leBlHlolive  programme  for 
the  forthcoming  session  of  the  Provin- 
cial House.  To  that  end  the  Hon,  \V. 
J.  Dowser,  Attorney-General,  and  the 
Hon.  W.  R.  Boss,  Minister  of  Lands, 
will  leave  on  Sunday  next  for  a  tour 
(if   a    week's    duration. 

If  occasion  ofCer.-*,  opportunity  will  bo 
taken  by  the  MInlster.s  to  explain  at  pulv 
lie  meetings  the  entirely  new  and  un- 
prt'ccdented  .situation  which  confronts 
this  Province.  In  common  with  all  sec- 
tions of  the  Empire,  as  a  result  of  the 
war.  Member.s  of  the  LegU'lature 
through  whose  districts  the  Ministers 
will  pass,  will  co-ol>cr«te  to  the  end 
that  the  situation  may  be  fully  ex- 
plained. 

Mr.  Bowser  yesterday  outlined  the 
Itinerary  that  will  be  followed.  Travel- 
ing by  way  of  Spokane,  the  Ministers 
are  due  to  reach  Oi-and  I'^orks  on  Mon- 
day afternoon.  Here  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral hopes  to  meet  the  Doukhobors, 
having  communicated  to  Mr,  Peter  Ver- 
egln,  their  leader,  to  this  effect.  He 
will  discuss  with  them  the  legislation 
of  last  year  which  bears  upon  their 
position  as  residcnt.s  of  the  Province, 
and  point  out  to  them  the  necessity 
for  them  to  comply  with  the  statutory 
Iirovlsions   of    the    Province. 

Trail  will  be  reached  on  Tuesday  and 
the  following  evening  will 'be  spent  at 
Hoasland.  On  Thursday  the  Ministers 
will  visit  Brilliant,  where  there  Is  a 
considerable  colony  of  Doukhobors,  to 
whom  Mr,  Bowser  will  also  explain  the 
situation.  Thurwlny  evening  will  bo 
spent  In  Xelson,  and  the  following 
evening  at  Fftrnie.  On  Saturdajt  Cran- 
brook  will  t)«  vialted,  from  which  polht 
the  return  Journey  nrlll  be  made  via 
Spokane.

To  a 
non-mliltary  critic  the  diversion  of  so 
large  it  part  of  the  German  force  to 
the  e.vlretne  West,  in  the  liopo  of  Win- 
nlriji  a  worthless  victory  at  Calattii, 
locks  like  exceedingly  bad  tactics.  It 
nia.v  result  hi  the  loss  of  Alsace  and 
a  Froiic-h  advance  to  the  fortifications 
along   tho   Rhine. 

On  thf!  Eastern  fronti-er  the  Germans 
seem  to  have  ■escaped  from  the  envel- 
oping wings  of  the  iiussian  forces,  but 
at  a  frightful  cost  of  lives.  The 
despised  Bussian  army  has  proved  it- 
self superior  to  the  legions  of  tho  Kai- 
ser. This  was  One  of  those  unexpected 
things  that  have  a  habit  of  happening. 
Most  of  us  were  not  as  confid'Cnt  as  wo 
would  have  liked  to  be  about  the  effi-

The  situation  on  tho  Western  .'battlc- 
Iront  is  ijuttc  unprecedented  In  tlie  an- 
nals of  WHifaro.  Here  are -two  arqilcs 
confronting  each  other  over  a  dlsta.nco 
of  more  than  200  mllrs.  and  tliey  have 
so  remained  for  upwards  of  a  month, 
■without  cUfaei^ 'being  able  to  makc^any 
moikcd  progress.  It  is  (i>  ).>«.  remem- 
bered that  a.s  yet  tho  Allies  have  not 
endeavored  to, advance  in  force  at  any 
point,  being  for  tlK  i)re8ent  willing  that 
the  enemy  shall  wtur  himself  out  in  re- 
peated ooslily  apd  fruitless  assaults. 
The  logical  inference  from  what  has 
tran.ipli^-d  is,  that  tha  Ocrmans  are 
steadily  becoming  weaker,  and  it  is 
well  known  that  the  Allies  have  been 
steadily  growing  stronger,  a  dispatch 
of  yesterday  *ummarizod  the  failures  of 
the  enemy,  naming  seven  as  having  oc- 
curred In  the  West.  Others  occurred 
elsewhere,  and  we  may  briefly  recapit- 
ulate them  all.     They  were:

From  tho  railway  magnlhceiu  views 
of  mountain  scenery  arc  to  be  had  on 
every  hand.  Looking  jlfross  Jasper 
Lake  lies  the  site  of  Ilawes  (Jasper 
.House),  an  hi.storical  landmark  of  the 
early  day.s,  but  now  all  semblanro  of 
the  old  times  have  dlsaiypeared.  It  was 
built  about  the  year  1800  and  noted  by 
I'^anchore  in  1814.  This  houwe  was  an 
inuKjrtant  post  of  the  iludson'.^i  Bay 
Company,  and  in  ISIT  wa.H  in  charge  of 
an  old  clerk  named  ./n.-rnir  ilawes,  and 
it  was  from  his  Christian  name  that 
the  Jiouse  was  called  "Jasper."

.rasper  Hawes  was  celebrated  for  the 
great  shock  of  yellow  huir  that  lie  ^vore 
and  tho  Indian  and  half-breed  hunters 
referred  to  him  at  "Tete  Jaunc" — thus 
Velldwhead  Pas.-n — at  tho  portal  of  which 
Hawes  (Jaspfr  House)  is  located,  ur.d 
beyond,  the  Yellowhead,  "Tete  Janne." 
where  the  parting  of  the  ways  came 
for  many  a  parly  of  eoiireurs  du  ImjIs 
of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Gompany,  covering 
the  rich  fur  country  of  the  Interior  of 
British  Columbia. 

Any  statement  ma<le  by  the  late  Mr.

Mr.  G.  H.  Barnard,  M.  I'.,  in  reply  to

The  extra 
month  resulted  in  »8V,513  being  collect-^ 
cd.  Tht.s  hrought  the  total  collected  up 
to  November  T.f)  to  |l,ot l.-S&o,  the  No- 
vember payments  amounting  to  3.75  per 
rent  of  the  total  levy.  The  Counril  had 
expected  tliat  JIOO.OOo  would  be  collect- 
ed during  November  and  December,  and 
It  is  probable  that  thl.*i  expectation  will 
bo   realized. 

Formal  decision  aa  to  its  action  In  re- 
spect to  the  withdrawal  of  the  B.  C. 
Klectric  Company  from  the  Johnson 
street  bridge  project  will  be  made  by 
the  City  Council  tomorrow  evening, 
when  the  report  of  the  bridge  commit- 
tee, recommending  that  the  city  proceed 
with  the  scheme  without  the  further 
co-operation  of  the  company,  will  be 
adopted.

B.  C.  Klectric  Company  may  at  some 
future  time  exercise  Us  legal  right  to 
carry  Us  passenger  tracks  oi'er  the 
structure,  whether  th«<  city  desires  It  or 
not,  but  al  the  conferences  which  the 
city  representatives  had  with  the  com- 
pany's officials  the  latter  made  u  par- 
ticular point  of  the  necessity  for  pro- 
viding a  structure  capable  of  handling 
freight  traffic  hauled  by  the  heavy 
locomotives.  By  the  compan>*'s  with- 
drawal fivmi  the  scheme  and  Its  refusal 
to  at  pre.sent  maka  the  150,000  contribu- 
tion promised,  the  extra  strength  of 
bridge  asked   for  will  not  be  provided. 

Alderman  Okell,  chairman  of  the

Her  voice  is  a  lyric 
soprano,  not  of  great  volume,  but  ot 
excellent  carrying  quality,  and  It  Is  a 
gc  nu^ie  pleasure  to  listen  to  her.  an 
otdnion  fully  borne  out  by  the  cordiality 
c:r  her  reception  and  the  enthusiastic 
recalls  of  which   ,she  was  the  recipient. 

Mi.ss  llemlng.  a  planiste,  had  a  place 
on  the  programme.  She  plays  with 
great  delicacy,  smoothness  and  pre- 
cision. Her  runs  and  thrills  are  always 
a<lmlrably  rendered.  Piano  solo  work 
In  a  concert  Is  a  matter  of  no  small 
difficulty.  To  catch  and  sustain  the 
attention  of  an  audience  is  far  from 
easy.  There  Is  really  no  standard  for 
pianoforte  playing.  Two  performers 
may  get  riultc  different  effects  out  of 
n  compo.-dtlon.  Miss  Heming  commands 
the  sympathetic  Interest  of  those  who 
l.e.Tr  her,  and  her  success  Is  largely 
due   to  her  really   brilliant   technique. 

The  concert  of  the  Toadies'  Musical 
Cub  was  opened  by  three  Christmas 
Carols  sung  by  a  double  qfiartctte  under 
the  leadership  of  Mr.  Macey.  The  sing- 
ers In  this  group  were  Mrs.  Macdonald 
Fahey  and  Miss  Lugrln.  sopranos;  Mrs.

Ills  natural  style  Is  very  good, 
and  with  study  It  would  greatly  im- 
prove. Oramatic  basses  are  so  rare 
among  amateurs,  or.  Indeed,  anywhere, 
that  when  one  does  com*  before  the 
public,  he  Is  always  sure  of  a  hearty 
welcome,  Mr.  Mulr  poaaesMS  excep- 
tional qualities  In  hie  full,  c}tJ>r.  and 
tuneful  voleb.  Miss  Heming  altw  as- 
sisted In  this  progragime,  but  aa  her 
work  has  been  spoken  of  above,  no  fur- 
ther reference  to  it  Is  needed  ^here.

Among  these 
was  Sir  Walter  SfKjtt,  of  Branxholnui  and 
liui'cleuch.  whose  deeds  were  celebratfd 
in  the  "Lay  oC  the  Last  Minstr<'l."  Tlio 
present  duke,  however.  is  Ucscendod 
f'-om  the  Ill-fated  •)am<;s,  Duke  of  Mcm- 
mcuth,  who  married  Anno.  Countess  and 
Duchess  of  Buccleuch,  in  her  own  right. 

The  mother  of  the  I'lresent  duke  was 
Lady  Louisa  Hamilton.  mistres.«<  of  tlie 
rohea  to  Queen  Victoria  and  afterwards 
to    Queen   Alexandra. 

'I'he  present  duke,  who  has  btit  lately 
aucceedcd  to  the  title,  is  known  In 
Great  Brllatn  as  the  Karl  of  Dalkeith. 
He  served  In  the  navy,  but  for  ttio  past 
eleven  years  has  been  Moinbor  of  I'ar- 
liam(^nt  for  Roxburghshire.  Four  of  his 
brothers  are  now   on   active   sfrvlci'. 

The  new  duchess  was,  before  her 
marriage,  Lady  Margaret  Brldgman. 
daughter  of  the  liarl  of  Bradford,  isho 
has  a  family  of  two  sons,  the  oldest  of 
whom  is   twont.v,   and  five  daughters.

A  Cooacll  ViKlaitaklnc 

The  Women's  Council  has,  hitherto, 
made  it.s  Infltienoo  felt  chiefly  by  edu- 
cating public  sentiment  in '^avor  of  re- 
li'rni.  it  has  very  seldom  de\oted  ef- 
forts to  the  collection  of  money  for  any 
piirposi'.  Such  fees  as  are  oharged  arc 
scarcely  more  than  enough  to  pa.v  the 
neceassry    cxpens-".s    of    organization. 

In  Victoria,  indeed,  the  Local  Council 
Bome  years  ago  departed  tfi'om  this 
custom  In  order  to  oiulp  the  first  Do- 
niestlo  Science  Centre  in  the  city  schools. 
The  Friendly  Help  Society  owes  I  l.s 
origin  to  the  Local  Council,  but  whether 
money  was  given  the  soc|i!iy  Is  not 
known  to  the  writer.  13ut  th<>>  rule  has 
iiccn,  that  when  moni.'y  was  wanto<i,  tho 
work  of  raislntr  it  de^olveil  upon  sunie 
other  body. 

This  year,  tmwcvcr,  ilif  Toiunlo  Local 
Council  has  determined  to  appeal  to  the 
piiidic  fur  I  Hi, 000  to  be  used  on 
mothers'    pensions.  Apparently       the 

council,  of  whlcli  Mr.';.  A.  M.  lTuestJ.<» 
la  president,  is  working  in  conjunction 
with  the  Hocial  Service  Commission. 

Even  tills  sum  will  go  but  a  small 
way  to  supply  Incomes  to  such  pour 
mothers  as  must  support  their  families. 
No  doubt  charitable  workers  In  Toronto 
realize  that  in  this  hard  year  the  strain 
would  b*  relieved  If  fatherless  children 
or  widowed  or  worse  than  widowed 
Women   were  provided    for. 

This  experiment  of  the  Toronto  Local 
Council  will  b«>  anxluualy  watched  l>y 
all  those  In  Canadian  rltj^s  engaged 
In  tho  relief  work.  If  U  shall  prove 
that  tho  provision  of  small  incomes 
for  mothcra  who  have  little  ehlldren 
to  caro  for  will  result  In  better  children 
and  In  happier  mothers,'  witjli  a  less 
expenditure  of  money  than  under  tho 
old  syHtem,  or  want  of  sygtem,  Canada 
will  have  much  to  thank  the  ladles  for. 
It  Is  easy  to  find  objectlona  to 
mothers'  penslonn,  aa  It  is  to  all  reni- 
eUl08  for  social  cvlla.  But  have  the  6Td 
plant!)  of  taking  children  away  from 
their  mothem  or  of  allowing  tham  to 
leave  their  children  In  the  etreetn  wtlle 
they  go  out  to  *arn  bread  with  which 
to  feed  them. proved  uucceasfulT 


A  Xteagtia  of  Honor 

The  women  of  the  .MotherUipil  aro 
working  to  help  soldiers  and  sailors;  to 
tind  employment  for  women,  and  to  keep 
on  with  the  work  of  the  country.  That 
tl'oy  have  accomplished  wonders  in 
support  of  the  hospitals,  in  supple- 
menting the  work  of  the  nilll\ry  aupt 
Ply  dejiartmcnt  and  In  preventing  dis- 
tress, is  shown  by  every  new.'spaper  and 
periodical    that  come.s  to   hand. 

But  there  are  earnest  and  r,ir-s«elng 
women  who  nre  not  satisfied  with  such 
■work  as  this,  valuable  though  It  has 
prrtveil.  They  know  that  the  war  is 
bringing  to  women  and  to  girls  many 
temptations.  To  help  them  to  wlth- 
.stnnd  those  they  have  formefl  "\  League 
of  Honor."  The  following  summary  of 
Its  niijln  object?  has  been  taken  from  an 
Kngllsli  paper.  Such  objects  should 
be  aimed  at  by  women  in  all  partr-i  nf 
the   Empire.     They  arc: 

1.  To  band  together  tin-  women  Jinrt 
girls  of  the  Kmplrc,  with  the  object  of 
upholding  the  standard  of  womi-n'sduty 
iind  lionur  during  this  timo  of  war,  by 
prayer,   purity  and    temperance. 

2,  To  raise  a  strong  force  of  public 
oiniiion  and  support  umong  women  and 
girls,  with  wlilch  to  combat  some  of 
the  .social  and  moral  dangers  ompha- 
sl'/cd  by  the  war. 

a.  To  deepen  among  women  and  glrl.K 
of  all  elnsses  the  sonso  of  their  re- 
sponsibility for  the  honor  of  the  na- 
lifm.  and  to  make  clear  the  fi\c.l  that  fh(* 
nuinhon,!  oi'  our  ('ovmlry  is  either  raised 
or  lowered  by  tlic  influopuc  of  Its  wo- 
manhood. 

^.  To  provide  opportunltief;  for  mutual 
help,    encouragement,    ami    sp^lual    in- 
fluence  atnon;;    girl.s   and    women   ul."   a, 
ranks. 

Our  sons  and  our  brothers  have  gone 
forth  to  fight  for  tho  nation's  honor, 
and  to  UK  Women  la  left  the  task  of 
fiuardlng  that  honor  at  home,  In  tills 
tune  of  triiil,  temptation,  and  dlstresn. 
It  is  a  high  task  and  opportunity.  Is  It 
not  also  a  call   to  all   of   us?

Thi-  .steamer  Condor,  captured  and 
sunk  by  the  German  cruiser  Karlsruhe, 
In  tho  South  Atlantic,  had  on  board 
among  the  crew  a  number  of  Qerman 
sailors  and  Bremen.  The  owners  of  tho 
vessel,  W.  11.  Grace  tt  Co.,  had  given 
tho  captain  Instructions  not  to  take 
any  German  seamen,  but  certain  Ger- 
man subjects  signed  articles  in  a 
United  States  port  under  false  pre- 
tences by  declaring  that  they  were  of 
Dutch.

In  the  annual  report  of  Lloyd's,  Just 
Issued,  it  Is  shown  tliat  at  the  close 
of  tho  year  ended  June  30,  1914,  no  less 
than  10,621  merchant  vessels,  register- 
ing nearly  24. 000, 000  tons  gross,  held 
classes  assigned  by  the  committee  of 
Lloyd's    Register. 

As  regards  new  vessels  classed  dur- 
ing 1913-'14,  the  committee,  during  the 
year,  assigned  classes  to  713  new  ves- 
sels. Their  reglBtercfl  gross  tonnage, 
amounting  to  2,020,185  tons,  is  the 
highest  total  for  any  one  year  recorded 
Ip  tho  history  of  Lloyd's.  Of  the  713 
new  vessels,  664  arc  steamers  of 
2,014,307  tons,  and  forty-nine  are  sail- 
ing veaacls  of  5,788  tons,  all  construct- 
ed. In  accordance  with  approved  plans, 
under  tho  special  supervision  of  the 
surveyors   to    Lloyd's   Register. 

Of  the  total,  1,204,111  tons,  or  abou^ 
80  per  cent,  were  built  for  the  ISrltlah 
Empire  an  follows:

Undoubtedly  tha  biggest  contract 
handled  by  Yarrows  during  the  past 
month  was  the  Canadian  Paclflc  steam- 
er Princess  Royal,  which  sustained  ser- 
ious damage  forward  when  she  struck 
the  rocks  in  Sabine  Channel.  Extensive 
repairs  were  carried  otit  to  the  hull  of 
the  Princess  Royal,  and  while  laid  wyt 
her  machinery  was  thoroughly  over- 
hauled. 

Minor  repairs  were  also  attended  to 
aboard  th»>  British  cruLser  Newcastle 
and  the  iapanese  cr\ilscr  idznmo.  These 
ropulrs  were  confined  to  the  engine- 
room.

Gillespie,  of  Victoria,  i.s  his  uncle,  and 
he  has  been  forwarded  a  copy  of  hia 
nephew's  last  letter,  parts  of  wliich  The 
Colonist  i.s  privileged  to  publish.  The 
deceased  was  in  the  trenches  on  th« 
Aisne  for  seven  weeks.  He  was  a  noted 
athlete  both  at  "Winchester  College  and 
at  New  College,  Oxford,  having  rowed 
three  tiroes  In  the  latter's  eight.  He 
also  represented  the  United  Kingdom 
in  the  New  College  Olympic  crew  at 
Stockholm    in    1912. 

The  letter,  which  I.s  dated  October 
16.    follows: 

"We  have  been  moved  from  the  Aisne 
right  round  to  the  North,  and  are  now 
operating  In  the  region  we  were  origin- 
ally intended  for.  We  had  a  soft  time 
during  our  transit,  and  were  kindly 
treated,  so  we  knew  we  were  in  for 
.something  stiff,  nor  have  we  beon  mis- 
taken. We  marched  up  country  for  sev- 
eral days,  and  did  thirty  miles"  of  the 
way  In  French  motor  transport  wagons, 
which  showed  us  there  was  some  hurry. 
They  packed  us  very  close,  it  was  fear- 
fully dusty  and  the  springs  were  very 
bad.  I  have  had  more  comfortable  and 
cleaner    dri^/**.  ^ 

•We  spent  one  night  In  a  house  in 
which  some  N.  French  refugees. 
quite  a  good  class  of  men,  were  also  ata- 
tlonod.  They  have  to  get  out  when  the 
Germans  come  anywhere  near,  a«  they 
are  one  of  the  reserve  claases  and  may 
be  wanted.  If  they  stayed,  and  the 
Germans  got  Into  their  townw,  they 
would  all  be  made  prisoners.  We  all 
had  dinner  together  in  style  and  were 
very  friendly.  TVs  moved  on  the  next 
day,  and  were  bllletted  that  evening  In 
a  castle  where  we  were  most  hospit- 
ably entertained  by  a  French  ludy  and 
lier  daughters,  and  X  actually  got  a 
night  between  the  sheets.  U  was  a 
paradise  there.  Heaven  and  hell  are 
clo»e  together  sometimes;  we  were  In 
th«  latter  not  many  honrs  after  leav- 
ing   the   castle. 

Attaokatf-   Oarauaii 

•'Next  day   we   attacked    the   Germans 
In    tha  afternoon   and   advaacad   a   con- 


siderable way.  They  gave  us  a  pretty 
hot  time  though,  any  amount  of  bullets 
flyln.y.  and  one  company  lost  two  officers 
killed  and   one  wounded. 

"At    dusk    I    found   myself    with     two 
platoons    rather    ahead    of    the    rest    of 
the   line.    (I   had    started    a    rcncrve,    but 
things  got   mixed)    near  a  cottage  and  a 
trench   of   French   .soldiers.      There   were 
German    snipers    looking    at      us      close 
ahead.      AVe    entrenched    there    by  nlglit. 
I    had    the    Frenchmen    under    my    com- 
mand too,  as  all  their  officers  had  been 
killed.      1    found    two   poor  fellows   lyln^ 
fearfully    hurt    In    a    ditch    with    several 
dead,   and    managed    to    get    a    bottle    of 
wine    out     of    their     packs       for       them 
without     the    sniper    getting    me.      For- 
tunately  a  captain   o.ime  and   took  com- 
mand.   Next   day,    having  been  ubotiC  all 
night    digging,    I    was    shifted    to    mak<5 
room     for    «ome    other    company.     I    ad- 
vanced   to   a   cemetery    to   defend   it  and 
stayed    there   most   of   the    day.      It   Is   a 
beastly    thing    to    have    to    do,    digging 
trenches   among    the   graves  and    pulling 
down    crosses    and    ornamental     wreaths 
to  make  room,  one  feels  that  something 
Is   wrong  when  a   man  lies  down    behind 
a    child's    grave    to    shoot    at    a    bearded 
German   who   has   probably   got  a  family 
anxiously   awaiting   his   return   at   home. 
"We    were    on    the ,  edge    of    a    village 
and   the  Germans  were  entrenched  about 
2O0    yards   on.      One   could    see   heads   In 
the   trenches   sometimes  and    snipped   at 
them.      There    was   a   large    hrown    barn 
door  behind   one  man,  a  sort   of   outlook 
I     think,    and     I     ami    a    corporal       had 
several    shots  at    him;    later    in    the    day 
J    noticed    through    my    glasses    a    white 
cross    scratched    on    the    door.      It    is    a 
grim    thought,    but    you    have    to    think 
of  Individual  Germans  as  a  type  of  Ger- 
man   militarism   even   If   they   are   not. 

"The  church  tower  also  was  lired  at 
by  us.  the  belfry  windows  boln.K  our  ob- 
ject. If  everyone  agreed  only  to  treat 
churches  as  such,  one  would  feel  more 
comfortable.  We  .slaughtered  a  lot  of 
Germans  in  the  falling  light,  who  ad- 
vanced In  close  order  along  the  road, 
then  we  had  to  quit  as  the  position  wa.s 
too  advanced  for  the  night,  anil  the 
Germans   came   in. 

"It  was  ii  miserable  day,  wet  and 
.spent  in  a  cemetery  under  tho.se  con- 
ditions; there  wa.s  a  large  crucifix  at 
one  end.  The  sight  of  the  bulleta  chip- 
ping Christ's  Image  about,  and  the 
knowledge  nf  what  He  had  done  for  us 
and  the  Cermans.  and  what  we  were  do- 
ing to  Ills  coaasorcted  ground  and  each 
other,  made  one  feel  sjck  of  the  whole 
war  lor  r.ither  sicker  tha.M  before). 
Oarmaa  roolhardlaaaa 
"The  next  day  was  spent  lying  In 
the  trenches  there  with  lltiJ'.  to  do  e.x- 
cept  lie  low  as  shells  from  the  t'ormans, 
and  1  r«ar  our  guns,  too,  were  dropping 
near  us.  Towards  evening  a  party  of 
about  ninety  German.*!  .charge4».'(j  the 
left  of  our  line  from  about  300  yards 
away;  thev  made  a  noise  like  'all,  air 
when  they  came  out  of  the  wood, 
"Deutschland  uber  alles'  I  suppose,  mad 
fools  they  were  to  charge  like  that 
across  a  wet  beeiroot  Held;  they  must 
have  thought  about  Ufn  of  us  were 
there;  barely  ten  of  them  struggled 
back,  wounded.  All  that  night  we  spent 
expecting  to  be  attacked,  nothing  came, 
though,   our  bayonets  were  not   inviting. 


In  the  early  morning  w^  were  relieved 
by  French  troops.  I  have  never  talked 
French  so  fast  or  volubly  as  to  get 
them  in  before  dawn  broke;  they  would 
stop  and  tHik.  The  last  I  saw  of  that 
pikce  was  the  shattere<l  cnicltlx  stand- 
ing up  against  the  dawn  and  the  glare 
of  a  .score  of  burning  hnmestc-ad.s  all 
round. 

"We  were  marched  back,  a  muddy, 
wet,  tired  and  hungry  crowd,  to  rest. 
We  lost  two  officers  killed,  one  died  of 
wounds,  and  three  wounded,  besides  a 
largL-  quantity  of  men.  But  our  reward 
was  to  come  when  we  got  into  billets. 
A  letter  from  Sir  Charles  Fergusson, 
commander  .5th  Division,  saying  that  the 
corps  commander  wished  him  to  ex- 
press his  great  appreciation  of  our  con- 
duct and  grit  and  courage,  .saying  how 
proud  he  was  of  us.  and  thanklnq  us. 
Sir  Charles  added  that  he  was  all  the 
prouder^  as  we  were  all  Scotsmen,  and 
.said  he 'would  come  and  see  us  when  we 
had  the  rest  and  sleep  we  needed. 
He  told  our  C.  O.  that  he  couldn't 
prai.so  us  enough.  So,  '.something 
attempted,  .something  done,'  earned  us 
a  night's  repo.se  in  billets.  We  were 
only  supposed  to  be  In  Corps  Reserve, 
and    were  shoved   in   in  an   emergency. 

"Mails  and  malls  came  in;  as  we  had 
been  without  for  daya.  It  was  a  case  of 
'save  us  from  our  friends'  as  wo  had 
nowhere  to  put  things  except  Inside  or 
on  us.  Still,  thank  you  very  much  In- 
deed for  everything.  1  got  all  my  things 
on.       1    got    four    pounds    of    chocolate 

from    which    was     delicious     after 

bread  about  three  weeks  old.  bread  green 
with  mould  which  I  had  one  day  and 
Jolly  glad  to  get  It. 

"Wc  are  In  reserve  to  the  nth 
Brigade  today  and  very  glad  to  rest.  1 
wish  1  had  a  table  to  write  at,  I  could 
write  better  and  at  greater  length. 
Hope  you  are  all  well,  i  don't  know 
when    you    will   .see    us    home."

"All  this  has  been  repeatcdl.v  ex- 
plained (New  Vork  Medical  Journal, 
April  30,  1898),  but-  seema  to  harve  been 
forgotten.  Experiments  have  been  made 
on  tin  cans  and  wooden  boxes  full  of 
fluid,  and  the  containers  are  Invariably 
shattered.  There  Is,  of  course,  a  vacuum 
behind  the  movlnr  bullet,  or  rather  a 
cavity  filled  with  vapor  of  water.  After 
the  explosive  effect  is  over  the  Inrush 
of  air  will  cause  the  container  to  col- 
lapse.    This  happens  whether  It  la  sealed 


or  not.  The  explosive  feffect  Is  never 
seen  at  long  ranges,  where  the  bullet 
has  lost  its  velocity.  The  nickel  cover- 
ing of  the  bullet  Is  sometimes  torn  by  a 
hard  bone  and  the  lead  flows  out.

They  arc 
said  to  suffer  i(Uite  bh  much  from  the 
b«.at,  the  smoke,  and  the  nervous  com- 
mollon.s  within  a.s  from  the  atuck  from 
outside.  1  met  several  men  who  had 
b.-en  fighting  for  days  and  days  In  thy 
forts.  Xhey  all  complained  of  having 
neither  food  nor  sleep,  and  yet  when 
they  were  offered  food  they  wo\ild  re- 
fuse it.  The  lower  jaw  projected  in  an 
rtliiiide  of  dogged  determination,  a.pi\ 
they  kept  alniiilng  the  enemy  who  was 
no  longer  there.  Although  they  were 
physically  "Exhausted,  they  showed  no 
sign  of  yielding  or  fear.  Probably  their 
minds  had  In.st  their  ela-stlcltv.  and  they 
jurt  persisted  in  the  nmral  attitude  once 
taken  up.  Their  sense  of  dl.sciplliio  re- 
mained very  strong.  They  drugged  their 
guuB  along,  although  they  could  hardly 
stand,  and  tho\ight  only  of  obeying 
orders  and  doing  as  they  had  been  told."

which  the  British  troops  have  dls- 
playwl  unceasingly  since  their  arrival 
ut  the  front.  I  am  unable  to  say 
whether  the  official  communifiues  have 
allowed  the  public  properly  to  realize 
the!  .part  which  they  had  to  fulfil.  They 
had  the  difficult  ml.ssion  of  checklnR 
the  new  Gorman  inva.-^ion  from  La 
Bassee  to',  Ypien.  In  order  to  acquit 
thomselvos  of  ..this  ta«k  they  had  to 
hold  the  trenches  for  .several,  weeks 
against  an  enemy  not  only  superior  In 
numbers,  but  attacking  with  a  aort  of 
desperate   resolution.

"It  is,  perhaps,  the  British  cavalry 
which  has  most  briUiiuitly  distinguish- 
ed Itself.  On  .October  30  and  31  the 
LrBrman.s  made  a  gn-^at  effort  against  it, 
doubtless  thinking  they  would  be  alila 
to  overcome  :x  cavalry  corps  defending 
thu  trenches  n'.ore  easily  than  the 
others.

They-  atlacked  the 
tpwn  liko  hardened  infantrymen,  and 
a'^'ept  the  enemy  out-^  completely.  t 
.should  add  thit  tliose  sorely-tried  troops 
showed  the  ."^ame  cheei'fuIneSfl  as  our 
French  troopers,  this  charactorisiiii 
ulono  being  .siiftlclc-nt  to  strengthen  the 
iiisind  of  sym.tnthy  between  them  xind 
us.

"The  Indian  rontingont  ha.s  it.s  full 
share  of  )>oth  losses  and  glory.  Scarce- 
ly landed,  these  Indian  regiments  wore 
thrown  Into  the  centre  of  the  furnace. 
During  the  flrjJt  week  of  the  battle 
they  HiMtalned  losses  unflinchingly — 
(B.xclslon  by  censor) — and  never  at  any 
moment  was  there  the  sliglit^st  sign 
of  waverinsr.  Tf  our  Allies  wished  to 
make  an  experiment  in  bringing  troops 
from  India,  the  experiment  has  given 
decisive  results.  (lOxcialon  b";,-  censor.) 
J  I'  the  British  army  has  isuffered  ap- 
preciiible  ]os«3ps  tlicy  are  Insignificant 
compared   with  those  of  the  enemy. 

"The  battle  of  JTlanders  will  prove 
ro  have  been  one  of  those  In  which  the 
(Jermans  sustained  their  greatest 
losses.  Night  attacks  have  bcon  for 
the  enemy  no  less  deadly  than  those 
made  in  the  daytime.  On  several  oc- 
qasions  at  dawn,  after  a  night  engagc- 
rpenl,  a  single  British  battalion  ha* 
'Ween  able  to  count  opposite  its 
trenches   600  to  700  German  corpses. 

"Two  or  three  days  ago  a  British 
*iattery  isurprlsed  a  German  brigade 
in  close  formation,  and  In  a  few  min- 
utes   massst;red    nearly    4,000    men." 

From  another  source  I  am  alile  to 
.itate  that  the  Germans  lost  50,000 
killed  during  the  last  wcek'a  flghting 
on   the   Vser,

In  one  ohurch  whUsbJhstf  eacaped 
the  uaual  fate  of  iiU,  every,.  ^lijidpTr  was 
broken,  and  the  altar  was  amaahad  be- 
yond repal^.  Two  or  thre*  miles  further 
on  a  targe  house  had  been  1;uri>ed  Into 
a  hospital,  and  It  had  been  struck  and 
burned  to  tha  ground  with  the  wounded 
Inslile   by   a   shell   of   our  own. 

"The  battle  here  is  the  fleroeat  that 
has  ever  been  known.  Ntffht  and  day 
It  rages  almost  without  a  brei^k.  Every 
Inch  of  ground  that  we  have  gained  has 
cost  many  lives.  The  unstinted  praise 
of  the  English  and  Irish  regiments 
about  the  behaviour  of  the  Highland 
regiments  makes  me  feel  proud  to  be  a 
Scotsman.  The  Germans  dread  a  High- 
land charge  of  cold  steel,  and  they  us- 
ually  turn  and  fly  now. 

"The  sight  of  war  being  carried  on 
In  the  air  la  very  Interesting.  The  Ger- 
man artillery  waste  a  terrible  atuount 
of  ammunition,  but  all  In  vain,  against 
our  aviators.  When  one  of  theirs  goes 
up  a  French  or  British  airman  is  usually 
very  quick  In  getting  after  him,  and 
then  a  duel  In  the  air  is  carried  on,  and 
it  is  watched  by  thousands  of  troops 
on    either   side. 

"When  we  are  sitting  under  cover  I 
have  often  seen  men  guessing  where  the 
next  shell  would  land.  It  all  helps  to 
pass  the  time  away,  or  a  quiet  game  of 
na'p  or  whist,  while  all  round  you  are 
ecreaniing  shells.  We  all  are  hoping 
that  It  won't  last  long  although  to  us 
It  seems  as  If  it  will  last  years.  1  and 
my  comrades  Just"wlsh  to  give  you  a 
message  to  your  class  and  especially  to 
all  the  boys  at  the  school.  Tell  them 
to  'play  the  game  of  life  well.'  No- 
where but  In  the  Army  Is  a  man  so 
much  admired  and  respected  who  can

A  soldier's  letter  from  the  front  to 
friends  at  Edinburgh  is  reported  In  The

"I  had  been  out  all  day  In  the  firing- 
line,  and  had  a  prett.v  lucky  escape 
from  a  "Black  Maria,'  which  burst  a  few 
ffcet  away  from  me,  and  1  was  pretty 
hungry  when  I  came  Into  camp  and  was 
told  that  a  parcel  had  arrived  for  me. 
1  nhar(>tl  with  my  comrades  as  far  as 
noBislble:  wo  all  do  the  same  out  here. 
Wv'  share  our  hardships  with  each  other 
and  when  .loy  comes  along  we  share  that 
too.  Sharing  and  h»»lping  has  become  a 
characteristic  feature  In  the  British  sol- 
dier out  here.  lf"rom.  the  very  start  of 
the  campaign  the  British  soldiers  have 
been  sharing  their  own  food  with  the 
thousands  of  refugees  which  continu- 
ally pa.-»H  them.  We  have  witnessed 
sights  that  have  been  heart-breaking, 
old  women  and  young  wives  having  to 
tramp  many  a  weary  mile  to  get  to  a 
place  of  safety.  Day  and  night  we  have 
aysen  tholr  homes  ruined  by  the  German 
aiiell.  and  now  we  are  ad\'anclng  through 
rained  villages,  and  we  aee  for  our- 
aelvea  tha  homes  that  onoo  were  theira; 
what  haa  not.  been  smaahed  by  ahella 
op  buniMl  Mui  tieen  looted.  We  pitied 
and  httpad  the  refugees  and  we  only 
bope  that  those  who  come  In  contact 
frith  tham  will  do  tha  aame.  But,  God 
fifrMd  that  any  of  ua  will  wltnaaa  auch 
•a  we  have  seen  tn  th«  dc«r  old  home- 


.V  thrilling  account  of  an  aerial  re- 
connai.'j.sanL'o  Is  told  in  a  letter  written 
by  the  young  mechanic  who  accompan- 
ies the  famous  French  aviator,  Paul- 
ham,  on  his  brilliant  exploits.  The 
French  airmen  have  been  singularly 
successful  in  detecting  the  enemy  and 
being  able  to  direct  tiie  artillery  fire 
where  it  Is  most  effective.  The  follow- 
ing description  Is  typical  of  the  manner 
in  which  the  daring  raids  arc  accom- 
plished: 

"We  left  Ajniens,  flying  right  Qver 
the  enemy's  lines,"  writes  the  aviator. 
"When  at  a  height  of  about  2,500 
metres  we  passed  above  a  German  avia- 
tion park.  There  we  were  greeted  wU'.i 
a  volley  from  a  number  of  aeroplane 
guns,  but  at  that  height  we  could  af- 
ford to  laugh  alrithc  -fwtllity  oj  their 
fire.  Suddenly,  ju.st  beneath  us,  a  Ger- 
man aeroplane  emerged  from  the  clouds. 
The  prospect  of  a  d*ef  In  the  air  de- 
liglued  me.  1  got  my  machine  gun 
ready.  We  'came  :down  a  little,  and 
when  we  were  on  the  same  level  as  the 
German  and  about  200  yards  from  him 
1  got  ready  to  fire.  When  he  saw  us 
he  swerved,  and  that  was  his  undoing. 
He  gave  me  a  splendid  m:u-k.  1  fired, 
and  I  saw  him  collapse  and  fall  like  a 
st.-ine.  But  this  sort  of  thing  could  not 
continue,  for  we  had  lost  heiglu.  The 
riflo  bullets  were  whistling  around  us, 
and  several  pierced  our  wing.s.  Sudden- 
ly my  motor  went  wrong  and  1  felt 
something  wet  on  my  isack.  The  reser- 
voir had  been  pierced  by  a  bullet  be- 
hind me  and  the  essence  was  escaping. 
I  put  my  finger  into  the  liole  to  stop 
the  flow.  It  was  an  anxious  moment. 
Would  our  motor  hold  "Ut  long  enough 
to  enable  us  to  descend  In  our  own 
lines'/  Luck  was  in  our  favor,  .for  wo 
liad  a  favoring  wind  bcliind  us,  and 
managed  to  plane  down  .(usi  belilnd  one 
(if  our  own  batteries  Into  the  midst  of 
a  regiment  of  Cliasseurs  a  Pled.  The 
oontmander  told  off  twenty  soldiers  an:l 
n  lieutenant  to  guard  us.  While  I  was 
attending  to  my  motor,  wl\ich  hadlieon 
hit  by  four  bullets,  a  detachment  uC 
Uhlans  appe«re<l.  1  mounted  the  aero- 
plane and  got  my  machine  gun  to  bear 
on  them.  On  the  a«vlce  .of  the  lieu- 
tenant, I  fired  at  their  horses.  Several 
fell  and  threw  their  riders  to  the 
ground,  whereupon  the  chasseurs,  who 
had  been  firing  from  cover,  rose  and 
charged  with  the  bayonet.  You  ought 
to  have  seen  our  men  spitting  them. 
They  didn't  like  the  sight  nf  cold  steel 
at  all.  They  ivcro  all  wounded  in  the 
back.  Wo  lost  three  men  killed  and 
five  wounded  in  the  skirmisli,  but  we 
captured  eight  of  them  and  killed  a 
doren."

Among  all  the  villages  of  tlie  cham- 
pagne diflti'ict  which  the  Germans  have 
visited,  Mftrcullsur-.\y  deserves  special 
mention.  Although  It  has  not  been  the 
scene  of  tragic  happenings,  it  has  at 
least  hail  the  sad  privilege  of  giving 
shelter  to  I'rince  KItol  Fricdrlch,  the 
Kaiser's  second  son,  and  also  to  General 
von  Bulow.  These  two  gentlemen  re- 
ceived— again.Ht  their  wishes — the  forced 
hospitality  of  Comie  de  .Montebello,  at 
the  <.'astle  of  Mareuil. 

In  their  retreat,  after  the  battle  of  the 
Marne,  the  German  staff  officers  made 
their  head<(uarters  at  the  castle.  A  sur- 
prise awaited  these  officers.  In  two 
days'  time,  despite  the  mitrailleuses 
placed  all  round  the  castle,  despite 
trenches  which  the  Germana  had  dug,  the 
French  advanced.  At  two  o'clock  In  the 
morning  I'rince  KItcl  and  von  Bulow 
jumped  On  their  horsed  and  rode  off  at  a 
gallop,  taking  with  them  much  of  the 
castle's  linen  and  lace.  The  Prince 
escaped  but  Von  Bulow  is  said  to  have 
been  captured  Just  near  the  castle, 

The  passage  of  the  Germans  In 
Mareull  is  described  by  an  Inhabitant,  as 
follows: 

"Having  been  ordered  to  give  lodgings 
to  a  detachment  of  Infantry,  \  put  them 
'in  my  cafe.  One  uf  them,  over  «  ft.  tall, 
attempted  to  Explain  to  me  that,  owing 
to  hl^  height,  he  only  slept  In  the  finest 
linen.  I  showed  him  all  my  t>eds,  and 
ho  was  displeased  with  the  lot  At  last 
h<^  derilded  to  sleep  In  the  backyard,  and, 
taking  all  the  bast  bed-linen,  he  made 
himself  a  bed  in  that  undignified  plaea. 
"They  were  all  pige,  and  consumed 
everything  eatable,  and  some  went  as  far 
as  eating  such  things  as  raw  potatoes 
with  the  unwashed  skins!  They  broke 
glasses  and  bottles,  and  most  of  ihem 
were  dfunk  before  very  long.  Their 
actions  became  much  worse  in  this  state.

The  Turkiah  army  la  dlvMed  tato 
three  oatagoriea— the  Nlnm.  the  Ra- 
dlf.  and  the  Mustalls.  whMi  mar  ^ 
aatd  to  corraspQBd  «wlth  the  Oermaa  or- 
ganlaation  of  regulars.  laBdW||lir  aad 
landhturm.  The  conaorlpU  aerVe  three 
yeara  in  the  standing  army  of  thaMMun 
and  six  In  the  reserve.  Afterwarda  they 
p#«s  to  the  Redif.  where  the  period  of 
aervlce  is  six  years,  and  thay  are  Habla 
to  be  oallbd  oat  for  a  month's  tralalUg 
every  second  year.  Thalr  full  mlUtagy 
aervloe  tm  eompleted  by  two  yeara  In 
the  Mustafla. 

The  Redif,  or  landwebr,  consists  of 
two  classes — the  first  Redif  and  the 
second,  Redif.  The  flrat  Radlf  is  coln- 
posed.  aa  already  mentioned,  of  man  who 
have  served  nine  years  In  tha  Nfliam.  It 
therefore  contains  only  fully  trained 
men.  Marshal  von  der  Oolti,  who  train- 
ed tho  Turkish  Army  which  was  beaten 
In  the  Balkan  War,  and  who  la  now  Ger- 
man (lovernor  of  the. Belgian  capital,  re- 
ferred to  the  First  Redif  aa  the  "back- 
bone of  th«  Turkish  Army."  The  Balkan 
campaign  waa  fought  mainly  by  this 
class,  will)  showed  up  In  It  to  no  great 
advantage.  This,  however,  was  hardly 
their  fault,  for  they  wt;re  left  to  flglit 
out  tho  war  .with  quite  insufllelent  aid 
from  the  regular  .Vizam  troops.  Bealdca 
this  First  Redif  there  Is  the  so-called 
Second  Kedlf.  These  consist  of  the  con- 
scripts called  up  for  the  Nizam,  but  not 
enrolled,  owing  to  the  number  renulred 
being  already  completed.  Tliey  are  or- 
ganized into  separate  formations,  whose 
value,  as  the  men  composing  them  liave 
reijeived  no  xegplar  training,  is  problem- 
atical.'

any   sort  of  real   organization  aa  yet. 

Before  the  Balkan  War  the  Niaam 
army  consisted  of  4;!  divisions,  further 
divided  into  14  army  eorps  and  6  un- 
allotted divisions.  The  cavalry  consists 
of  40  regiments  of  regular  cavalry  of 
G  squadrons  each,  and  34  regiments  of 
Irregular  Kurdish  cavalry  raised  trlb- 
ally.  There  were,  three  years  ago,  57 
Redif  divisions.  These  are  exclusively 
infantry,  and  average  9  battalions  each. 
For  cavalry  and  artillery  they  are  de- 
pendent on  what  can  be  spared  from 
tho  Nizam  organization.  The  Misam 
and  Redif  are  mostly  equipped  with  the 
Mauser  rifle  of  the  1890  model,  but  rides 
of  older  pattern  are  still  In  uaa. 

The  artillery  li^  the  Iaat  war  was 
armed  with  Krupp  field  guns  of  newer 
quick-flring,  and  also  of  older  patterns. 
Much  of  the  equipment  was  lost  In  that 
war.  b'ut  since  tlien  Turkey  has  made 
considerable  purchases  of  material 
abroad,  having  procured  in  France  at 
lea.<it  108  quick-firing  Schneider  moun- 
tain guna.  and  placed  ordera  with  the 
firm .  of  Skoda  In  Austria  for  a  large 
supply  of  4-Inch  quick-flring  howltaers. 

No  definite  statistics  for  recent  years 
are  available,  so  that  only  an  approx- 
imate estimate  of  the  Turkish  total 
strength  can  be  formed.  This  is  var- 
iously set  down  at  from  700,000  to 
1.000,000  men.  The  peace  strength  of 
the  Nizam  is  about  220.000  men.  Its 
reserves  are  probably  larger,  and  the 
First  Hedlf  amount  to  over  JOO.OtO  men.

He  calculated  the  entire  war  8trei\gth 
of  tho  Turkish  Army  at  700,000  men, 
adding  that  all  of  these  were  not  avail- 
able in  a  European  theatre  of  war.  Nor 
will  they  be  available  on  the  Kgypttan 
frontier,  for  even  presuming  that  the 
Buttan  Is  able  to  moUlltse  all  his  army, 
he  must  detain  a  large  part  of  It  In  £u- 
rope.  It  is  unlikely  that  the  Turkish 
Army  of»lOU  Is  superior  In  numbers  to 
that  of  19U.

Ijlr-utenant  Varcin  pointed  to  the 
exposed  fortification  and  remarked  how 
easy  It  would  be  to  destroy  this  forti- 
rted  place  in  case  of  war  by  dropping  a 
few  larse  l)oiiibs.  Knowing  lliat  all  for- 
lillcalions  are  iluis  exposed,  tbat  no  wuy 
has  yet  been  found  to  defi-nd  a  place 
against  aircraft,  except  with  aircraft, 
there  jiassed  through  my  mind  visions 
of  bloody  devastation  due  to  aircraft, 
and  while  shuddering  at  the  horror,  t 
had  a  feeling  of  deep  admiration  and 
wonder,  as  l  had  never  had  before,  for 
the  little  craft  whicli  was  carrying  us.

This  precaution 
was  untu>cos.sarj-.  as  I  did  not  miss  one 
move  of  my  skilled  <'onductor.  He  had 
performed  greater  feats  than  that.

at  War  With  the  Aztecs

When  Cortes  and  his  soldiers  made  their 
first  entry. into»» the  country  ruled  over  by 
the  Montezuma, 'they  had^'been  lavishly  en- 
tertained at    Iztapalap'an,  which  Vas,  that 
monarch's  ow^  private  domain,     Her«'was' 
situated  the  magnificent  .palace  of  the  em- 
peror,  surrounded  by  gardens  which  were 
the  wonder  and  admiration  of  the  Spaniards. 
In  them  grew  flowers  of  every  size  and  color 
and   perfume,  and  'birds  of  rare  plumage, 
lovely  as  animated  flowers,  flew  about  sing- 
ing   their    songs    of     exquisite     sweetness.. 
Avenues   of  graceful   trees   made   pleasant- 
shade  along    the  walks    and    terraces,  and 
carved  marble  steps  led  down  the  inclines. 
Of  carved  marble,  too,  were  the  great  basins 
into    which    silvery   fountains   tinkled,    and 
where  all  sorts  of  fish  swam  about.     There 
were  orchards  of  every  fruit  known  in  that 
fertile  country,  and  zoological  gardens  con- 
taining animals  from  every  quarter  of  Ana- 
liuac.     It  was  this  city  of  Iztapalapan  which 
Cortes  now  decided  should  be  the  first  for 
him  to  conquer.     Us  inhabitants  had  a  very 
deep  hatred  for  the  Spaniards,  unlike  many 
of  the  other  cities  urider  the  dominion  of 
the  Mexican  monarch  tPley  had  returned  only 
defiant  replies  to  Cortes'  emissaries,  who  had 

-with-honor-if-thj 
become  vassals  of  the  Spanish  king! 

Great  dykes  protected  Iztapalapan  from 
the  waters  of  the  salt  lake,  and  when  Cortes 
and  his  forces,  after  some  sharp  fighting  at 
some  distance  from  the  city,  had  been  so 
successful  as.  to  drive  the  enemy  back,  the 
general  noticed,  during  the  excitement  of 
the  chase,  some  Indians  at  work  upon  the 
dykes,  but  could  not  stop  to  interfere  at 
the  time.  Later,  when  the  battle  was  at  its 
fiercest,  houses  in  flames,  men  lighting  up 
to  their  waists  in  water,  for  many  of  the 
dwellings  of  the  town  were  built  on  piles 
over  the  fresh  water  lake,  a  sound  was  heard 
which  caused  the  stoutest  heart  among  the 
invading  force  to  quail.  Like  the  Hollanders 
in  days  of  old,  like  the  Belgians  of  today, 
the  Aztecs  had  cut  through  the  dykes  which 
protected  their  city  and  were  letting  in  the 
floods  to  drown  out  the  invaders,  and  to 
render  their  once  populous  and  beautiful  city 
a  worthless  prize  to  those  who  should  be 
spared. 

Thousands  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city 
Iiad  fled  upon  the  approach  of  the  enemy, 
and  filling  their  boats  with  what  they  could 
carry,  had  made  all  haste  across  the  lake. 
Those  left  behind  had  been  massacred  by  the 
Indian  allies  of  the  Spaniards,  their  houses 
set  on  fire,  and  their  valuables  carried  off 
by  the  victorious  soldiers.  But  they  had 
their  revenge.  That  was  a  terrible  flight 
through  the  raging  waters,  every  moment 
growing  deeper.  Not  many  of  the  Spaniards 
were  drowned,  but  hundreds  of  the  Indian 
allies  perished,  and  all  the  booty  was  lost. 
Cortes 'had  conquered,  but  at  such  a  cost 
that  he  might  well  wish  the  work  undone. 
Iztapalapan  was,  next  to  Mexico,  the  most 
beautiful  and  advanced  of  all  the  cities  in 
Anahuac, 

But  the  destruction  of  this  city  Avas  not 
without  its  eftect  upon  the  people  of  some 
of  the  neighboring  cities.  They  were  ap- 
palled at  the  destruction  of  the  seat  of  the 
Aztec  kings,  frightened  by  the  stories  of  the

The  histb/^  i&JF'Ihe  Baltean  Peninsula  is 
in  one  senSe;fhe  history     qf    civilizatroh. 
Here  was  barn  the  pbiiosophy  of  GreeiJe. 
Here  since  the  earliest  days  of  which  we  have 
record,  the  East  and  the  West  have  come  In- 
to contact  with>ach  other.  -  Here  the  poycr 
of  the  Roman  Bmpire/fquncT  \  footing  after 
Rome  herself  hadvb^ftome  4  pr^y    to    bar- 
barian  hordes.    .HiSr<*, Christianity '  was  de- 
veloped and  was  'rent*li>undcr  by  internal 
strife  over  matters  of  doctrine.     Here  Islam 
established   its  greatest  stronghold  just  be- 
fore its  decHne  as  a  great  political  power. 
Here  the  principles  of  a  rugged  liberty  grew 
up  side  by  side  with  the  most  pronounced 
autocracy.      Here  for  at   least  twenty-five 
centuries   Uiere   has  been   unending   unrest 
and  almost  continuous  strife.     Across  it  tlie 
Crusaders  marched  on  the  journey  to  rescue 
the  Holy  Sepulchre  from  the  Infidels.  Across 
it  marched  the  Turks  in  the  attempt  to  bring 
all  Europe  under  the  sway  of  Islam.     Other 
parts   of   the   world   have   witnessed    many 
events  of  vast  importance;  but  nowhere  has 
so  much  been  staged  that  was  of  tremen- 
dous moment  to  mankind  as  in  this  relatively 
small  part  of  Europe,  its  area  being  under 
175,000  square  miles.     The  present  world- 
wide war  had  its  origin  here,  and  a  desire 
on  tlie  part  of  some  power  to  possess  it  has 
-bEcn-th5-cai]5e~cif-mi"ny  other  waf§.  >i  .y. 

To  appreciate  the  reason  of  this  promi- 
nence of  the  Balkan  Peninsula  In  the  affairs 
of  mankind,  it  is  necessary  to  consider  geo- 
graphy and  history  in  a  broad  way,  and  bfi^- 
fore  taking  up  the  historical  aspect  of  the 
subject  and  pointing  out  some  of  the  chief 
features  in  its  wonderful  story,  it  may  be 
well  to  give  ^  iey/  of  the  physical  reasons 
why  this  region  has  bulked  so  large  and  for 
so  long  a  time  in  the  working  out  of  great 
international  problems.

watches  do  not  keep  exact  time,  but  we  are 
not  inconvenienced  very  much  by  that  fact, 
provided  we  have'an  opportunity,  when  we 
find  it  desirable  to  do  so,  to  set  them  by 
the  recognized  time.  In  a  primitive  con- 
dition of  society  exactness  in  the  division 
of  time  would  not  be  important,  for  there 
would  be  no  trains  t'o  catch  or  anything 
calling  for  extreme  nicety.  If  one  Indian 
should  promise  another  to  meet  him  at  a 
certain  place  at  the  first  full  moon  after  the 
longest  day,  that  would  be  a  sufficient  date 
for  the  meeting. 

Mr.  M.  B.  Cotsworth,  in  his  very  interest- 
ing book  on  the  Calendar,  suggests  that  in 
this  early  use  of,  the  natural  subdivisions  of 
time  we  have  an  explanation  of  the 'age  of 
the    ancient    Pnfri:irrhs.

Redemption  of  Humanitg 

Very  many  people  think  that  what  are 
regarded  as  the  fundamental  truths  of  Chris- 
tianity are  specifically  set  forth  in  the  Bible 
in  the  very  terms  employed  to  express  them 
in  inodern  theology,  and  will  be  surprised, 
to  learn  that  the  doctrine  of  the  Atonement 
was  not  settled  in  the  form  in  which  it  is 
now  generally  understood  until  the  Eleventh 
Century,  when  Anselin,  Archbishop  of  Can- 
terbury, defined  it  as  it  is  now  accepted  by 
the  Christian  Church  as  a  whole.  It  would 
be  unprofitable  to  follow  tlie  various  lines 
along  which  the  doctrine  of  redemption 
through  Jesus  Christ  was  discussed,  and  not 
always  without  violence,  during  the  first  ten 
centuries  of  the  Christian  Era.  The  object' 
of  the  contending  parties  was  to  discover 
some  way  by  which  they  could  reconcile 
what  they  supposed  to  be  the  attitude  of 
God  towards  men  with  their  narrow  con- 


cover  the  Way  of  Jesus,  taking  Him  as  the 
pattern  of  our  lives,  and  this  we  can  only 
hope  to  find  by  studying  the  record  of  His 
life  and  by  following  His  directions.  If  we 
would  do  so,  if  we  would  endeavor  to  dis- 
cover the  secret  of  His  life,  not  the  doctrinal 
explanation  of  it  but  the  secret,  lying  upon 
the  very  face  of  the  record,  which  would  not 
be  secret  at  all  if  it  had 'not  been  covered 
over  by  a  mass  of  needless  explanations, 
we  would-  surely  find  redemption.  We  say 
ou*  lives  and  we  mean  the  lives  that  we 
Kve  daily,  for  Christianity  is  not  merely 
something  by  which  we  can  purchase  bliss 
in  a.n  indefinite  Hereafter,  but  a  priceless 
means  whereby  we  can  enjoy  spiritual  life 
before  the  stage  in  existence,  which  we  call 
death.

Such  geographical  facts  as  these  everywhere 
and  at  all  times  have  had  a  dominant  in- 
fluence upon  hi.story.  Geography,  quite  .ts 
much  as  ambition,  led  the  Kings  of  Persia, 
in  days  long  gone  by.  to  attempt  the  con- 
quest of  'Greece,  which  meant  that  of 
Europe.,  So  also  it  influenced  Alexander  the 
Great  to  attempt  to  set  up  a  world-empire. 
So  also  it  caused  the  Turks  to  invade  Europe. 
So  also  it  led  Russia  at  one  time  and,  in 
these  later  days,  Germany  to  seek  to  control 
the  highway  to  the  Iridian  Ocean. 

The  physical  character  of  the  Peninsula 
has  likewise  had  a  potent  effect  in  determin- 
ing the  character  of  the  people  who  have, 
from  time  to  time,  inhabited  it..  Its  moun- 
tains afforded  places  of  refugee  from  those 


terrible  massacres,  and  they  made  all  haste     who  were  unwilling  to  submit  to  tyranny 


to  offer  their  allegiance  through  Cortes  to 
the  king  of  Spain.  While  these  oflFers  en- 
couraged Cortes,  he  realized  that  so  long 
as  enmity  existed  between  the  Indians  them- 
selves, he. could  not  count  very  much  upon 
assistance  from  the  Aztec  tribes,  iind  his 
Tlascalan  allies  were  in  deadly  feud  with  all 
natives  within  the  borders  of  Mexico.  It 
became,  therefore,  Cortes'  very  difficult  duty 
to  try  and  reconcile  his  Tlascalan  friends 
with  those  who  had\been  their  enemies  for 
generations:  It  required  all  his  tact  and 
eloquence  to  accomplish  this,  but  in  the  end 
he  was  successful,  persuading  them  that  now 
that  they  had  become  vassals  of  the  same 
king,  that  king's  enemy  was  their  common 
enemy,  and  that  they  must  unite  their  in- 
terests and  their  strength,  if  they  hoped  to 
defeat  the  formidable  foe  who  had  so  long 
held  them  in  bondage.  " 

And  now  Cortes  felt  'that  the  time  was 
ripe  for  him  to  prepare  for  his  assault  upon 
the  capital  itself,  but  before  doing  this  he 
sent  a  deputation  to  the  new  ruler,  Guate- 
mezln,  that  if  Mexico  returned  4o  its  former 
allegiance  to  the  king  of  Spain,  past  mis- 
deeds should  be  forgiven,  Guatemezin  con- 
firmed In  his  authority,  and  all  persons  and 
property  respected.  But  the  present  ruler 
of  Mexico  was  not  the  timid,  superstitious 
prince  thsit  Montezuma  had  been.

They  presented  a  barrier  to  incursions  of 
barbarous  tribes  from  the  North,  and  we 
shall  see,  in  the  course  of  our  story,  why 
the  Serbs  came  to  occupy  the  territory  fhey 
are  now  defending,  which  may  be  men- 
tioned in  passing  was  the  desire  of  the 
Byzantine  Emperor  to  guard  his  Northern 
frontiers  against  the  all-conquering  hordes 
which  swept  across  Europe  in  the  early  half 
of  the  Christian  Era.  The  mountains  also 
led  to  the  establishment  of  lines  of  cleavage 
between  peoples  of  the  same  origin,  cleav- 
ages which  have  caused  much  bloodshed  in 
the  past  and  have  not  yet  been  overcome. 
The  Eastern  Question,  which  is  as  old  as  his- 
tory itself,  is  the  result  of  geographical 
conditions. 

In  the  following  articles  we  shall  endeavor 
to  review  the  salient  facts,  which  emerge 
from  the  centuries  of  strife  that  constitute 
the  record  of  this  part  of  Europe. 


Measuring  Time 


^  chronology,  and  thereafter  the  record  of 
men's  ages  was  kept  very  closely  to  our 
system. 

The  division  of  the  ^ear  into  twelve 
.months,  of  which  four  have  30  days,  seven 
3  1  days,  and  one  28  in  ordinary  years  and 
29  in  leap  years,  is  purely  arbitrary.  A 
more  natural  division  would  have  been  into 
thirteen  months  of  28  days  each,  corres- 
ponding to  the  lunar  months.  This  would 
have  left  one  and  a  quarter  days  of  each 
year  unassigned  to  any  month,  but  this 
period  could  have  been  disposed  of  by 
adding  five  days  to  one  of  the  months  every 
four  years.-  These  figures  are  not  astronom- 
ically accurate  but  they  are  sufficiently  so 
for  p'urposes  of  illustration,  and  as  showing 
how  completely  arbitrary  is  the  division  of 
the  year  into  months  as  we  now  have  it,  and 
we  m.ay  add  also  that  it  is  unscientific. 

We  have  been  unable  to  discover  the 
reason  for  the  division  of  the  day  into  24 
hours,  or  at  least  any  very  satisfactory  rea- 
son. The  Babylonians,  Greeks  and  Jews 
divided  the  day  and  night  into  twelve  periods 
but  the  hours  thus  obtained  were  not  uni- 
form. The  Chinese  and  Japanese  divided 
the  whole  period  between  midnight  and  mid- 
night into  twelve  hours,  each  120  minutes 
long.  There  are  three  days  running  con- 
currently, the  sidereal  day,  the  solar  day 
and  the  mean  solar  day.  The  sidereal  day  is 
the  period  elapsing  between  the  time  a  cer- 
tain star  reaches  the  meridian  and  its  next 
arrival  at  the  same  point;  the  solar  day  is 
the  intervals  between  two  successive  ar- 
rivals of  the  sun  at  the  meridian,  and  it 
varies  in  length;  mean  solar  time,  which  is 
what  is  indicated  by  our  clocks,  is  the  inter- 
val between  two  successive  arrivals  of  an 
imaginary  sun  at  the  meridian.  The  last 
definition  must  be  qualified  by  the  statement 
that  in  many  parts  of  the  world  it  has  been 
agreed  that  what  is  known  as  standard  time 
shall  be  used.  Standard  time  is  mean  solar 
time,  but  for  convenience  it  has  been  agreed 
that  the  hour  shall  be  the  same  everywhere 
between  certain  meridians.  There  are  360 
degrees  in  the  circumference  of  the  earth. 
This  divided  by  24  gives  15,  andtas  the 
mean  solar  day  is  the  time  required  by  the 
earth  to  revolve  on  its  axis,  it  follows  that 
it  revolves  through  15  degrees  tytty  hour. 
By  almost  universal  custom,  the  meridian 
of  Greenwich  is  recognized  as  z^ro,  ahd  all

ception  of  right  and  wrong.  I  he  only  things 
worth  considering  in  this  connection  are-'  if 
man  needs  redemption,  from  what  he  needs 
to  be  redeemed  and  the  effect  of  the  re- 
demption. This,  it  seems  to  us,  is  a  legi- 
timate subject  of  inquiry  and  one  with 
which  we  are  all  deeply  concerned.  It  is 
one  that  will  have  to  be  dealt  with  in  the 
light  of  pure  reason  brought  to  bear  upon 
the  facts  of  human  experience,  for  to  deny 
that  the  great  majority  of  mankind  do  not 
accept  the  account  of  the  Fall  of  Man  in  any 
other  than  a  figurative  sense  would  be  folly, 
and  to  attempt  to  convert  them  to  a  belief 
in  the  temptation  of  Eve  by  a  serpent  would 
be  useless.  There  is  no  use  in  bUnking  this 
fact,  and  if  the  Church  is  to  play  its'  proper 
part  in  the  spiritual  progress  of  mankind,  it 
must  be  recognized. 

Whether  mankind  ever  was  in  closer 
intercourse  with  the  Creator  than  at  present 
must  remain  a  matter  of  opinion,  but  if 
there  was  a  time,  and  there  is  geological 
evidence  that  there  may  have  been  such  a 
time,  when  the  conditions  of  life  were  ex- 
ceedingly easy,  it  is  quite  possible  that,  the 
physical  needs  of  men  not  occupying  their 
attention  to  the  exclusion  of  almost  every- 
thing else  as  they  do  at  present,  man  may 
have  attained  a  higher  spiritual  status  than 
has  been  enjoyed  by  the  race  during  the 
present  geological  era.  There  is  no  reason 
whatever  for  refusing  to  believe  in  the  exist- 
ence at  one  time  of  Edenic  conditions,  even 
if  we  do  not  accept  the  story  of  Eden,  as 
related  in  Genesis  as  literally  true. 

This  thought  opens  a  wide  door  for 
speculation  of  a  very  attractive  character, 
but  as  it  would  lead  to  nowhere  it  is  hardly 
worth  while  to  enter  it,  The  unive;rsal  ex- 
perience of  humanity  is  that  redemption 
from  evil  is  necessary.  We  use  the  word 
redemption  as  implying  relief  from  the 
consequences  of  evil.  This  is  as  true  of  the 
most  ignorant  savage  as  of  the  most  learned 
theologian.  Humanity  is  conscious  that  it 
is  not  what  it  might  be  and  what  it  would 
like  to  be.  The  greatest  and  most  success- 
ful feel  this  quite  as  much  as  any  one  else. 
We  are  all  conscious  that  we  lack  something, 
which  nothing  physical  can  supply.  To 
suppose,  as  many  do,  that  Christianity  is  the 
only  religion  that  teaches  redemption  in  one 
way  or  another  would  be  a  very  great  mis- 
take. Every  religion  teaches  it,  although 
perhaps  none  of  them,  except  Christianity, 
employs  the  word  redemption  to  express  the 
universal  longing  of  the  human  soul,  which, 
like  a  wild  bird  in  a  cage,  beats  its  wings 
helplessly  against  the  bars  by  which  it  is 
surrounded.  The  Christian  religion  offers  a 
way  of  Escape,  but  one  may  be  pardoned  for 
thinking  that  theologians  have  put  so  many 
obstacles  in  the  way  that  thousands  who 
wish  to  escape  find  it  impossible  to  do  so. 

The  prime  and  fundamental  docti'ine  of 
our  religion  is  that  Jesus  of  Nazareth  has 
shown  the  way,  not  provided  it,  as  some 
theologians  would  have  us  believe.  He  has 
taught  that  it  is  possible  to  rise  upon  spiritual 
wings  above  the  evils  that  have  jesulted 
from  error,  from  believing  that  to  be'  which 
is  not,  from  refusing  to  realize  that. we  may 
be  greater  and  stronger  than  our  physical  en- 
vironment. Thus  it  is  true  that  we  may 
have  redemption  through  Him,  although, 
perhaps  no|  just  in  the  way  theologians  have 
sought  to  mzkt  us  believe. 

Belief  in'^a>  mode,  of  redemption  is  not 
essential  to  tne  enjoyrtlnt  of  it  If  it  were, 
we  would  have  to  believe  that  spiritual  life, 
Which  is  redertiption,  wObM  not  have  been 
possible  for  any  persons  who  lived  and  died 
before  the  Eleventh  Century,  which  no  one 
coifiends.  What  Jesus  said  was^  "Whoso

Leon  Rothier,  the  Metropolitan  French 
basso,  who.  was  reported  killed  at  the  battle 
front,  is  very  much  alive,  and  is  in  America 
at  present,  taking  his  place  in  the  operatic 
ranks.  He  remained  with  the  forces  in 
France  for  three  months,  from  the  outbreak 
of  the  war  until  October,  when  he  was  given 
his  discharge.  While  on  the  fighting  line 
he  was  for  three  weeks  in  the  trenches,  and 
during  that  time  could  not  take  off  his 
clothes  or  his  boots.  He  was  attacked  with 
rheumatism,  but  otherwise  escaped  un- 
harmed. 

'  Madame  Cavalieri,  the  well-known 
soprano,  whose  husband.  Lucian  Muratore, 
is  at  present  with  the  French  army,  thus 
writes  to  an  American  friend: 

"1  am  so  sad  and  so.  frightened  for 
Lucien,  At  this  moment  he  is  here,  but  he 
must  go  at  any  moment  with  his  regiment. 
Nobody  knows  when  he  will  be  sent. 

"It  seems  that  1  am  no  longer  living. 
Ah,  how  many  killed,  how  many  outrages, 
what  distress!  1  intended  to  go  ^s  a  Red 
Cross  nurse,  but  1  was  so  sick  that  I  had  to 
remain  here.  As  soon  as  1  feel  better  1  will 
go.  I'm  so  sorry,  but  now  I'm  ndt  wasting 
my  time  and  with  the  help  of  my  maid  I  am 
making  socks,  shirts  and  other  necessities  to 
keep  the  poor  soldiers  warm.  I  work  every 
night  until  eleven  o'clock,  and  in  tlie  nior-, 
ning  at  nine  o'clock  I  start  again." 


Few  persons  have  had  the  ravaging  of 
the  Rheims  Cathedral  brought  home  to  them 
with  such  desolation  as  has  Mr.  Rothier, 
says  Musical  America,  for  he  was  born  under 
the  shadow  of  the  cathedral  walls.  The 
basso '^  father,  who  passed  away  last  April, 
had  maintained  his  home  and  studio  just  a 
stone's  throw  from  the  Jeanne  d'Arc  statue 
which  stands  in  front  of  the  cathedral.  The 
singer  showed  a  letter  which  he  had  received 
from  his  young  sister  Ih  Rheims,  dated  early 
in  September,  in  which  she  explained  that 
she  was  writing  the  missive  underneath  the 
ground  and  that  her  family  ventured  to 
emerge  from,  the  house  only  at  nightfall. 

"Such  horrible  scenes  as  I  saw  during  my 
service,"  related  the  basso,  "1  cannot  de- 
scribe nor  can  1  forget  tiiem.  Even  now, 
sometimes,  these  terrible  sights  seem  to 
come  before  my  eyes  as  a  vision.  After 
this,  when  I  play  operas  which  deal  with 
war,  I'll  sing  with  a  deeper  realization  of 
war's  horrors." 

Leo  Slezak,  the  giant  Austrian  tenor,  has 
said  definitely  that  he  will  not  return  for  a 
tour  of  America  this  season.  He  writes  as 
follows  to  his  managers: 

"When  I  was  in  America  last  year  1 
attended  a  dinner  given  In  honor  of  one  of 
the  officers  of  the  United  States  Navy.  At 
the  dinner  one  of  the  U.  S.  naval  officers 
arose  and  said.  *My  country,  may  it  alwaya 
be  right;  but  right  or  wronf,  my  country.'

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Surely  no  one  but  a  chemist  would 
dreain  of  summoning-  sleep  from  so  bright 
and  gay  a  spot  as  a  bed  of  poppies.  They 
seem  the  very  incarnation  of  the  joy  of 
life,  of  laughter,  mirth  and  ecstasy.  They 
look  as  though  they  existed  to  awaken  the 
drowsy,  to  stir  them  to  action.  Yet  be- 
neath, their  silky  coverlet  of  brilliant  color 
reposes  the  essence  of  sleep,  an  evil  nar- 
cotic with  power  to  enslave  vv'hoever  sets  it 
free.  We  of  the  West  are  more  than  con- 
tent .to  let  its'  vicious  dfug  remain  hiding 
behind  its  beautiful  mask— its  mask  of  un- 
rivaled color  that  blazes  in  the  sunny  cen- 
tres of  our  gardens  or  lights  its  dark  corners. 

The  Opium  or  Sleep-bearing  poppy  is 
the  oldest  of  all  cultivated  poppies,  and  is 
still  the  most  variable  and  most  widely 
known.  The  delicate  Shirleys,  though  ruri- 
ning  almost  the  whole  scale  of  pink  and 
rose  color  possibilities  in  most  erratic  way, 
nevertheless  remain  singularly  true  to  type. 
But  the  Opium  Poppy  (Papaver  somnifer- 
um)  is  capable  of  almost  inlinitc  diversity 
of  form  and  color.  Horticulturists  have  de- 
veloped it  mainly  along  two  lines,  the  car- 
nation or  fringed-petaled  and  tlic  peuny- 
flowered.  They  have  doubled  and  trebled 
them,  given  them  new  body  colors  and  di- 
versified splotches.  Joseph's  coat  of  many 
colors  could  not  compare  with  these  iTiulti- 
eolored  flowers  So  flaming  of  color  that  they 
have  been  said  to  "warm  the  wind."  This 
rich,  showy  garden  flower^,  the  famous  pop- 
py of  commerce,  is  natWe  to  Persia,  India 
and  China.  Its  milky  juice,  so  valued  in 
those  far  Eastern  lands,  is  ciught  as  it  ex- 
udes from  the  stalk  that  has  been  pierced. 
It  gradually  thickens  and  hardens,  forming 
crude  opium.  The  seeds,  strangely  enough, 
contain  no  narcotic  properties.  They  are 
pressed  to  obtain  a' line,  ^ft  drying  oil  of 
much  value  to  the  painter,  and  are  sold  for 
bird  food  under  the  name  of  maw  seed. 

Poppies,  though  considered  by  most  of 
us  as  belonging  to  what  we  call  our  *"old- 
fashioned  gardens,"  are  all  aliens.  We  have 
no' native  poppies  unless  we  except  the  Cal- 
ifornia poppy,  which  some  declare  is  not  a 
true  poppj.  What  we  find  In  our  fields  are 
simply  "escapes,"  or  poppies  which  have  be- 
come stunted  through  lack  of  cultivation. 
Most  of  the  fifty  and  more  species  in  culti- 
vation arc  from  the  Mediterranean  shores. 
The  poppy  season  is  a  short  one,   but  by 


careful  planting  and  treatment  they  can  be 
made  to  extend  their  time  of  blooming. 
They  should  be  sown  in  the  early  Spring,  as 
soon  as  danger  from  frost  is  over,  in  finely 
sifted,  rather  rich  soil,  and  covered  as  gent- 
ly and  slightly  as  possible.  Annuals  will 
not  bear  transplanting,  so  must  lie  sown 
where  they  are  to  remain.  They  make  a 
better  showing  if  given  a  permanent  bed, 
for  they  are  self-sowing,  and  the  self-sown 
seeds  bloom  much  earlier  than  the  others. 
The'  latter  can  be  planted  at  intervals,  a 
great  point  in  keeping  a  long  blooming 
tin!e.  The  seed  pods  must  also  be  kept  rig- 
orously cut.  for  if  allowed  to  mature  the 
■^•ilant's  work  is  over  and  it  ceases  to  bloom. 
The  perennials  can  be  sown  a  little  deeper 
and  will  stand  transplanting  as  soon  as  the 
seedlings  are  well  rooted.  The  California 
poppies  must  be  sown  in  the  early  Fall,  using 
only  se(^ds  of  the  season's  growth,  and  must, 
of  course,  be  protected  with  a  mulch  dur- 
ing the  Winter.  ' 

-The  secret -of -making  puppies  last  in 
vases  is  simply  to  pick  the  half-formed 
tlower  in  the  early  morning,  plunging  them 
at  once  into  water..  Carry  a  small  pail  of 
water  instead  of  a  reed  basket  when  gather- 
ing them,  and  stand  them  at  once  "in  the 
water.  They  droop  quickly  when  cut,  and 
once  withered  will  not  revive.  Poppies  of 
every  variety  lend  themselves  delightfully  to 
interesting  decorative  eflects. 

The  Scarlet  of  Corn  poppy  (Papaver 
rlioeas),  as  everyone  knows,  is  the  flower 
that  sweeps  "like  a  scarlet  tide"  over  Eng- 
land's wheat  fields  and  along  her  hedge- 
rows. It  has  a  tall,  bristly  stem  that  lifts 
the  delicate,  flaming  blossom  well  above 
the  yellow  wheat-heads.  Two  petals  of  this 
ftiur-potaled  flower  are  small,  a  distinct 
characteristic  of  this  specie.s,  and  its  leaves 
are  yellowish  green,  pinnately  parted  and 
hairy  like  the  stem.  It  likes  limestone  soil, 
and  will  thrive  where  others  would  perish, 
for  it  is  extremely  hardy  and  almost  takes 
care  of  it.self.  Sometimes  the  dooryard  of 
a  deserted  New  England  farmhouse  will  be 
found  overrun  with  tliese  cheery  poppies; 
the  only  flowers  (unless  we  except  the  lilac 
or  syringa  at  the  corner  of  the  house  and 
the  peony  at  the  doorstep)  left  to  tell  the 
story  of  the  garden  of  hope  once  started 
there.  The  lilac,  syringa  and  peony  merely 
hold  their  own  faithfully,  but  the  poppies. 


Gtdujpi  of  Ibppief 
tV  ^  va,xiab1e  double 
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"children  of  the  dawn,"  spread  and  multiply, 
and  cover  the  ground  where  the  real  children 
once  played. 

This  English  poppy  is  the  parent  of  the 
numerous  French  and  Shirley  poppies,  love- 
liest of  all  the  large  family  of  Papaver.  The 
wonder  of  their  delicate  color  comes  from 
the  successful  elimination  of  the  black  that 
characterizes  the  parent  stock.  Their  silky 
tissued,  gossamer  petals  are  tipped  witn 
pink,  rimmed  with  rose,  splashed  with  flame, 
dotted,  edged  and  striped  with  carmine,  scar- 
let and  all  the  tones  and  half-tones  of  bright 
reds.  unmi)fed  with  mark  of  earth.  Though 
they  are  always  single,  always  have  a  white 
base  and  alwa3S  have  yellow  or  white  sta- 
mens, they  are  marvelously  diversified. 
Their  petals  are  sometimes  crumpled  and 
crinkled  lik'e  ktin,  br  gossamer-thiii  hke  a 
\eil.  or  transparently  smooth  like  chilTon. 
They  are  so  ctherially  delicate  that  even  the 
purely  commercial  gardeners  -have  been 
forced  to  give  them  fairy  names,  such  as 
Fire  Dragon,  Pompon.  Rosy  Morn.  Eider- 
down, Snowdrift,  Fairy  Blush  and  Fav — 
ideal  names  for  these  fleeting,  flimsy,  sun- 
rise-colored blossoms. 

Poppies  are  efl^ective  whether  planted  in 
beds  out  in  the  open  lawn,  in  borders  for 
dark  hedges  that  act  as  startling  foil  to 
their  delicate  color  and  graceful  form,  along 
stone  walls  and  at  the  ba.se  o\  a  house.  But 
the  ideal  w:iy  is  to  scatter  them  on  a  grassy 
bank,  that  begins  with  a  gra}-.  Vough "stone 
wall  and  slopes  under  white  birch  trees  to  a 
quiet  pool — then  let  thcr.*  aione.  Let  them 
make  friends  with  tall  grasses,  mass  them- 
selves in  the  .sunny  places  and  venture  shylv 
in  shadowy  ones.  Their  caprice  of  color, 
vagaries  of  growth,  whims  of  blooming  are 
well  worth  encouraging. 

The  barbaric,  brilliant,  lustrous-petaled. 
superb  Oriental  poppy  is  almost  of  another 
race.  It  is  the  acme  of  garden  pomp  and 
glory,  imrivalcd  for  showy  effectiveness.  It 
comes  up  with  the  daft'odils  and  tulips,  push- 
ing  swiftly  into  prominence.  Traveling 
from  Persia  through  Armenia  into  our  land", 
it  retains  its  inheritance  of.  vivid  colors,  but 
has    adopted  our  vitality  Of    growth.      Its 
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blossoms  are  often  six  inches  across,  raised 
into  the  sun  on  a  stalk  three  feet  and  more 
in  height.  It-^  buds  never  nod  and  droop 
as  other  poppies  do.  but  stand  stiffly  erect. 
The  pods  are  most  decorative,  making  a  tine 
contrast  of  color  and  form  when  arranged 
in  a  vase.  It  is  long-lived,  hardy,  easily 
grown,  incomparable  in  color,  superb  in 
growth.  Many  royal  names  have  been  be- 
stowed upon  this  poppy,  the  pale  pink  Blush 
Oueen,  the  silvery-white  Silver  Queen,  the 
salmon-scarlet  Salmon  Queen,  the  orange- 
scarlet  Rembrandt,  the  crimson  and  black 
Beauty  of  Livermore  and  the  giant  Colos- 
seum, a  flower  eight  inches  in  diameter,  rich, 
polished  and  dark  scarlet.  No  poppy  can 
equal  it  for  borders,  for  color  fringes  to 
shrub  plantings,  for  showy  massings  in  sheer 
color  display.  There  is  but  one  poppy  to 
match  it  for  richness  of  color,  and  that  is 
the  California  poppy,  the  orange-gold 
Eschscholtzia  Californica. 

This  Copa-de-Ora,  Cup  of  Gold,  spreads 
so  thickly  over  the  Pacific  shores  that  the 
Spanish  explorers  named  the  land  after  it. 
"Land  of  Fire"  they  called  it  when  first 
they  sighted  this  "satellite  of  the  sun."  And 
they  made  the  region  "sacred  to  San  Pascual 
since-  his  altar  cloth  is  spread  upon  all  its 
hills."  In  the  East  this  marvelously  colored 
.flower  is  an  annual,  but  at  home  it  is  a  per- 
ennial. There  it  blooms  abundantly  for  all 
the  Spring  months  and  can  be  found  putting 
forth  bright  but  small  "three  cent  pieces"  of 
flowers  during  every  month  of  the  year.  Its 
caly.x  is  pointed  like  a  dunce  cap  and  sets 
humorously  on  top  of  the  bud  until  it  is 
finally  dofled  by  the  rapidly  unfolding  petals. 
The  stems  are  widely  branching,  almost 
creeping  at  times,  and  exceedingly  graceful 
of  line.  The  flowers  have  that  human 
flower-trick  of  closing  at  night.     A  field  like 


the  Field,  of  the  Clotli  of  Gold  during  the 
day  will  be  spirited' into  a  sea  of  green  at 
night.  Not  a  dash  of  gold  is  to  be  seen 
when  night  arrives,  for  every  blossom  re- 
fuses to  shine  unless  their  lord,  the  Sun,  is 
nigh. 

Otlier  popular  garden  poppies  are  the 
dwarf  Icelands  (Papaver  nudicaule).  They 
are  invaluable  for  the  rock  garden,  to  mass 
for  low  border«s,  for  cutting,  for  shady 
places.  There  are  many  hybrids  of  this  or- 
iginally golden-yellow  favorite  running 
through  orange  and  pink  to  rose.  It  is  a 
perennial,  but  must  be  treated  as  an  anrioal. 
There  is  a  white  variety  (nudicaule  var. 
album),  much  in  demand  for  small  white 
borders.  Another  low-blooming  dwarf 
poppy  is  the  Alpine;  this  variety  must  have 
the  protection  of  rocks.  It  likes  rather  poor 
soil,  cool  shade  of  rock,  good  drainage. 
These  two  poppies  never  cease  to  bloom 
during  the  whole  season.  They  range  from 
all  the  rose  tints  into  and  through  the  yel- 
lows, are  banded,  flecked  and  splashed  in 
myriad  of  attractive  ways. 

The  tiny  little  Celandine  that  received  its 
name  because  it  comes  to  the  garden  with 
the  flitting  of  the  swallow,  is  really  the  color 
of  a  canary.  It  likes  the  rock  garden.  So 
also  docs  the  light  red,  dwarf  Rubrifrage. 

Each  florist  oflTers  his  own  long  list  of 
double  poppies,  those  with  smooth-edged 
petals,  those  with  ragged,  frayed-edged  pe- 
tals that  resemble  a  chrysanthemum  some- 
what. These  double  hybrid  poppies  exhibit 
the  climax  of  poppy  brilliance  and  freakish- 
ness  of  color.  There  seems  to  be  no  limit 
to  their  tissue-papered  crispness  of  form, 
their  range  of  tender  sunrise  hues,  their 
shimmering  sunset  colors. 

Where  is  the  garden  of  every-day  reality, 
of  rosy  dream,  of  dearest  memory  unten- 
anted with  these  evanescent  flowers  of 
mystery.'  They  have  crept  in  our  poems 
as  finally  as  the  royal  rose  and  the  saintly 
lily.  They  have  given  us  rest  from  pain, 
delighted  us  with  their  gay  curtseys  when  the 
wind  set  them  dancing,  and  keep  yearly 
friendly  tryst  with  us  once  we  have  invited 
with  a  packet  of  seeds! 


Hydrated  Lime  and  Its  Relation  to  Soil  Culture 


Lime  is  the  one  necessary  element  in 
which  nearly  all  .soils  on  the  Pacific  Slope 
are  deficient  It  is  the  object  of  this  article 
to  tell  some  of  the  reasons  and  suggest  the 
remedy. 

Much  has  been  said  about  the  need  and 
scarcity  of  potash  and  other  fertilizers,  but 
the  fact  is  now  proven  that  these  exist  abun- 
dantly in  most  of  our  Pacific  Coast  lands 
and  are  of  little  value  to  the  growing  plant 
simply  because  there  is  not  enough  lime  in 
the  soil  to  render  them  avaiiable. 

Hydrate(^  Lime  is  undoubtedly  the  befet 
form  of  lime  to  use  on  our  Western  Lands. 
Its  light  weight,  ease  of  handling  and  the 
fact  that  it  gives  almost  immediate  results, 
make  it  the  l^est  as  well  as  the  most  econ- 
omical lime  for  soil  improvement. 

Lime  is  classed  as  an  indirect  fertilizer. 
While  it  is  not  regarded  as  a  plant  food,  it 
is  just  as  essential  to  plant  life  and  growth 
as  nitrogen,  phosphoric  acid  or  potash. 

A  very  small  per  cent  pf  lime  is  found 
in  grains,  but  a  considerable  amount  is 
found  in  the  substance  of  the  plant. 

If  a  seed  is  planted  in  soil  absolutely" 
devbid  of  lime,  the  growth  ij»' checked  as 
soon  as  the  lime  is  exhausted  from  the  seed. 


If  a  soil  is  deficient  in  lime,  the  plant  is  cor- 
respondingly deficient.  There  are  a  few 
plants,  however,  which  do  not  require  lime. 

Soil  may  be  rich  in  all  of  the  essential 
elements,  namely,  nitrogen,  phosphorus  and 
potash- and  still  be  worthless  for  agricultural 
purposes  if  it  does  not  contain  a  sufficient 
amount  .of  lime. 

Clover  and  other  legumes  grown  in  such 
soil  are  stunted  and  the  leaves  are  yellow 
and  sickly. 

Alfalfa  without  lime  will  hardly  survive 
after  the  first  year,  and  cow  peas,  soy  beans 
and  vetch  are  a  failure  where  lime  is  absent. 

Corn  grown  on  land  which  does  not  con- 
tain a  reasonable  amount  of  lime  will  have 
small,  long-jointed  stalks,  small,  delicate 
leaves  and  a  deficient  ear. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  productiveness 
of  many  of  our  fertile  farms  is  reduced  fifty 
per  cent  sinfiply  because  they  do  not  contain 
the  required  amount  of  lime. 

Originally,  most  of  our  soil's  contained 
a  sufficient  quantity  of  lime,  but  on  account 
of  continued  cropping,  it  has,  to  a  great 
degree  in  many  soils,  been  reduced  to  such 
extent  that  the  soil  is  unhealthy. 


Unless  the  natural  supply  of  lime  in  the 
soil  is  abnormally  large,  the  drain  incident 
to  cultivation  and  fertilization  exhausts  it 
to  a  point  where  not  enough  remains  to 
keep  the  soil  in  a  healthy  condition;  or,  in 
other  words,  free  from  harmful  acid. 

Every  farmer  knows  that  a  sour  soil  is 
sickly,  and  he  should  know  that,  unless  the. 
condition  is  remedied,  it  will  not  even  pro- 
duce fair  crops. 

Lime  acts  both  chemically  and  physic- 
ally. 

Chemically,    it    is    the  most   powerful 
agent, known  jo, sweeten  sour  soiL     Soil  be- 
comes sour;  or,  in  other  words,  harmful  acid 
is  formed^  it  being  the  result,  of  decaying- 
veg'etab]6  matter.

silicates  containing  potash  and  still  be  starv- 
ing for  soluble  potash.  Lime  decomposes 
the  soil  silicates,  thus  setting  the  potash  free. 

"The  presence  of  sufficient  lime  in  the 
soil  prevents  the  soluble  phosphoric  acid 
applied  in  fertilizers  from  satisfying  its 
hunger  for  a  base  by  combining  with  iron  or 
alumina,  which  is  undersirable.  When  lime 
is  present  the  phosphoric  acid  will  take  this 
by  preference  and  the  reverted  phosphate 
thus  formed  is  much  more  valuable  than 
would  be  the  phosphates  above  mentioned." 
(W.  P.  Brooks.) 

Lime  hastens  the  decay  of  all  organic 
substances  which  niay  be  in  the  soil.  Green 
manures  and  barnyard  manures  arc  of  little 
use  the  first  year  or  two  if  a  sufficient  amount 
of  lime  6!ots  not  exist  in  the  soil  to  promote 
decomposition.

.All  soils,  except  those  of  a  light,  sandy 
nature,  are  made  mellow  and  friable  by  the 
use  of  lime. 

Dense  clay  soils  arc  especially  improved 
by  being  treated  with  lime.  Often  clay  soils 
arc  so  compact  that  they  are  impervious  to 
both  air  and  water.  Prof.  Brooks  has  the 
following  to  say  regarding  clay  soils: 

"As  the  result  of  an  expeViment.  it  is 
reported  that  a  layer  of  water  about  two 
inches  thick  required  26  days  and  19  hours 
to  pass  through  a  clayey  soil.  After  the 
soil  was  mixed  with  2.5  per  cent  of  lime,  the 
same  quantity  of  water  passed  through  it  in 
1 7  hours.

The  same  feeling  of  chivalry  is  seen  in  the 
French  hospitals,  where  a  correspondent  has  re- 
ported that  "the  Frenck  medical  staff  treated  the 
enemy's  wounded  first." — Little  Paper.

The  quiet  soldier  looked  carefully,  smelt  the  cigars 
and  selected  the  very  best,  and  Bismarck  knew  that 
all  was  well.  ','StonewaH"  Jackson,  the  great  Amer- 
ican general,  during  one  of  his  most  terrible  bat- 
tles, consoled  himself  by  sucking  a  lemon.  .Men 
were  falling  fast,  and  an  officer  near  him  was  very 
anxious.  "Pleasant  excitement,  isn't  it?"  said 
Jackson,  and  returned  to  his  lemon.  But  the 
other  knew  that  the  confident  words  foretold  the 
victory. 

The  story  has  been  told  in  this  war  of  a  Bel- 
gian troop  which  found  itself,  on  coming  to  an 
opening  in  a  wood,  faced  with  a  sheet  of  German 
lire.  The  brave  men  paused,  and  the  major  did 
not  urge  them  on.

Taking  the  arm  of  a 
captain,  he  strolled  across  the  zone  of  fire  chat- 
ting. Then  he  turned  round  and  called,  "Are  you 
coming  boys?"  and  they  went. — Little   Paper.

The  peoplf-.s  who  had  overthrown  hl.s  Kmpirc  soon 
I'lund  to  their  sorrow  that  they  had  exchanged  a 
I'lilllant  for  a  stupid  de.-<poti»m.  and  the  more  they 
.s:iw  of  the  little  hororlltary  tyrants  who  .supplanted 
lilm  the  more  they  lamented  the  downfall  of  tlie  sreat 
tyrant.  The  pledges  they  had  received  from  their 
nionarchs  In  the  wars  of  liberation  were  ruthlessly 
liroUon  and  something  like  a  royalist  reign  of  terror 
was  insngrurated  by  the  Holy  Alliance.  That  federa- 
tion, that  United  .States  of  Europe,  under  the  prea- 
iiloncy  of  the  Kmperor  of  Austria  and  with  Metternlch 
for  its  premier,  really  became  a  league  against  popu- 
lar rights  and  progre.s.s  everywhere,  and  the  armies 
or  the  Continent  were  converted  into  an  International 
jiolice   force   for   the  suppression   of   liberty, 

■ THE  REVIVAL 

Aft.-r    the    death    of    Louis    XVIII.    Charles    X.,    the 

)Kuoi-ant  and   intolerant  brother  who  succeeded  him  on 

the    French    throne,    determined    lt>    drag    France    back 

into  the  ruck  of  autocracy.     But  when  he  made  readj- 

III   si^t  up  an  abolutisni  on   the   ruins  of 

the    broken    Con.slitutlon,    the    people    of 

I'arls  awakened  and   took   to   the  streets 

once  more,     in  three  swift  dflys  the  last 

of  the  Bourbon  kings  had  lost  his  crown 

and    the    Bourbon    ihroiii-^    was    ilestroyed 

forever.

hoon  came  the  Bevohition  ..f  '4.s 
which  sent  a  tremor  through  the  Ku- 
ropenn  Continent.  Th,.  thrones  of  the 
Mapsburgs  and  the  Hohenjiollerns  rock- 
ed; Metternlch  ned  Vienna  and  Louis 
Pbfllippe  decamped  for  Kngland  as 
plain  Mr.  .Smith.  Almost  the  onlv  throne 
that  escaped  tho  shock  was  Napolpon's 
In   the    Invalldcs. 

A  republic  was  hastily  Impiovise.l  in 
France,  and  Louis  Napoleon,  returning 
at  10  to  the  land  which  had  exiled  him 
at  7.  was  cliosen  President  by  .some 
5.000,000  votes  against  2,000,000  for  his 
opponents.  Under  the  fostering  care  of 
his  administration  the  Idealisation  of 
Napoleon  took  on  new  aoal,  with  Thelra 
chronicling  and  Hugo  singing  the 
grandeur  of  the  Empire.  In  four  years 
more  the  French  wore,  ready  to  acclaim 
a  live  Kmpcror.  and  the  Princo  PrcsU 
dont  aacended  the  throne  as  Napoleon 
HI. 

Radiant  with  ardor,  France  once  more 
had  .set  her  feet  In  the  path  of  martial 
glory.  Paris  blazed  Ir.  a  dazzling  bril- 
liance while  for  two  and  twenty  years 
In  all  the  leaser  Xapoleon  held  the 
TuHerles.  where  the  greater  had  ruled 
only   IC   yeara. 

Lifting  the  eaglea  of  AuHtnrlltz  from 
the  mud  of  Mt.  St  .Tean,  Napoleon  HI. 
sent  forth  his  Iqnperlal  Icirlona.  They 
marched  and  battled  from  Mexico  to  the 
Crimea,  but  only  tc  furl  their  standards 
forever  at  Sedan— «0  mliea  from  Water- 
loo— when  one  day  the  nephew  of  the 
master  of  Tllalt  became  the  captive  of 
the  aon  of  Queen  Loutae.  For  th?  third 
lime  under  the  reljrn  of  a  Napoleon  the 
Germana  pitched  their  tents  in  tha 
Champs  Klyaeea  and  the  Uhlana  watered 
their  horaea  in  the  8elife.  rw  the  third 
tlina,  too— 111,*,  l«6;  llT<h-a  N^Mleon 
had  left  V^nee  ■mailer  than  he  found 
her.

I'M  lonrscore  \i.ais  tn*-  iinii-  |.i(.|iie 
ol  l-"iancc  in  their  self-dlsirust  had  been 
looking  to  the  great  people  to  save 
tli-m  and  fr<ju  them:  but  the.  i«tlrii,beaus 
and  the  Lafayeites,  the  Pantons  and 
the  Bobcsplerres,  the  Bonapartlsls,  the 
Bourbons  and  the  Orlennlsts  had  shown 
ihemschi.s  helpless  when  tho -test  came. 
It  was  only  when  all  the  great  iicoplo 
had  failed  that  tlio  little  people  falter- 
Ingly  turned  lo  themselves.  They  com- 
posed no  preambles  and  made  no  decla- 
rations; they  Issued  no  bill  of  rights 
and  framed  no  constitution;  but  the 
reign  of  the  French  ihmocracy  has  long 
outlived  thai  of  a;ny  dynasty  since  the 
Bourbons  wcni   Into  iianl^ruritcy   in   1780. 

THE  FATE  OF  THE  BONAPARTES 

Meanwhile  the  Orieanists  arc  crown- 
le.ss  wanderers.  (jf  the  four  Bourlion 
crown.s  of  France.  Naple,«,  Parmn  and 
.Spain,  i>nl\-  the  Spanish  diadem  remainis 
and  uneasy  indeed  lies  tiie  ho,-id  that 
wears  It.  All  the  crowns  that  the  sons 
and  daughters  of  LetUia  Bonaparte 
gathered  unto  themselves  in  five  years, 
"lore  Id  number,  than  any  other  royal 
family  ever  gained  In  five  centuries, 
have  banished.  A  traveler  in  1  810  could 
have  croBseii  iCurope  from  Xortli  to 
.Sou 111,  from  Fast  to  AVest.  from  the 
.Meclherranean  to  ihe  Baltic,  from  the 
.\tlanlic  to  the  Ionian  .Sea.  without  leav- 
ing the  realms  of  the  lloijapartcs.  But 
after  100  years  not  an  acre  •of  sov- 
ereignty was  left  them,  and  the  only 
living  Bonaparte  who  liad  ludd  high 
place  in  any  Covernmeiit  was  that 
grandson  of  the  disinherited  \h-V>^y 
Paterson  who  had  sat  In  the  Cabinet  of 
a   President  of   the  American    Uepuhllc. 

The  family  jiamo  ]s  kept  alive  only 
In  the  descent  from  Jerome,  .Toseph 
had  no  sons,  and  Louis'  race  was  ovtin- 
guifthcd  in  tho  wllds  of  AfricH.  whore, 
the  young  Prince  Imperial  of  Napoleon 
ill.  and  lOug.nie,  wliile  !■. counting  to 
his  British  comraiU-s  the  Ifall.in  cam- 
Zulu  spear  In  his  heart.  Like  I'.AIglon, 
this  heir  and  hope  of  the  second  of  the 
BonaiiartlHt  Kmperors  was  burled  In  a 
foreign  uniform.  Icaylng  KugonSe,  his 
widowed  and  chlldlcHA  mother,  to  bear 
alone  tho  crown  of  sorrow  whieli  Is  tho 
.sole   legacy  of   the    .Vaimleonlc   race. 

With  the  dejitli  of  the  Prince  Imperial 
the  succession  passed  to  the  blood  of 
.leroine,  whose  son  .Vap<deon.  but  mora 
familiarly  known  as  "i»ion  Plon,"  mar- 
ried to  the  daughter  of  the  great  Vic- 
tor Kmmanuel,  became  the  Bonap.artist 
pretender  until  he  died  In  18)«1.  His 
dying  wish  was  tiiat  his  body  might 
rest  In  the  Invalldes,  falling  which 
honor,  he  requested  that  he  be  entombed 
In  the  rock  of  one  of  the  lies  Sanguln- 
alre  at  thn  mouth  of  the  Bay  of  AJaccIo, 
where  the  wind  and  wave  of  the  sea 
"would,  be  emWeTOAtlc  of  my  life,  Itn 
agitations  and  torit<ents."  But  "PJoo 
Plon"  waa  denied  a  grave  anywhere  In. 
the/  soil  of  the  Hepubllc,  as  his  two' 
spns  have  boon  reftited  a  roof  beneattt 
the  French  tlAir>  ,  <.

should  be  the  heaci  of  the  House  of 
Bonaparic.  This  son  of  the  late  ^-ol. 
.Jerome  Napoleon  Bonapartt:  is  the 
Krandsoii  of  thai  .Icromc  Napoleon  who 
wa.s  horn  to  Betsy  Paterson  while  she 
wflK  in  IOni;land  vainly  trying  lo  rejoin 
her  bridegroom,  from  whom  the  Km- 
jiMior  had  separated  her.  Happily  for 
him,  however,  ho  pretends  to  no  other 
.sovereignly  than  that  witli  which  every 
American  citizL-n  Is  unallenably  en- 
dowed. 

This  Anii.'rican  and  tlie  child  of  the 
Brussels  pretender  are  the  only  male 
Bonapanes  of  the  fourth  generation, 
and  to  them  alouii  Is  entrusted  the  per- 
rieliiation  of  a  name  at  which  the  tvorld 
grew  p.Tlc  in  other  days.  For  nature  all 
but  joined  the  Allied  Monarchs  in  their 
resolve  to  exterminate  the  tUirfiican  Ini- 
lierlal  race. 

Luclen's  hiU'.sl  male  de.scenilaiit, 
Princo  Uoland  Bonaparte,  married  the 
richly  dowered  daughter  of  thai  one- 
liiiie  waiter,  M.  Ulanc,  who.su  erouiders 
niked  ill  for  lilni  a  harve.st  of  gold  from 
hj.s  giiniing  in  Ides  at  Monte  Carlo.  But 
no  son  was  born  of  thai  golden  alUanco 
beiween  the  purple  and  the  green,  and 
tliB  only  child  Is  thu  wife  of  Prince 
Ceorge  of  Greece,  Ihe  oldst  brother  of 
King    Constantiiie. 


JOSEPHINE  AVENGED 

i  lllat'iiy  lias  not  been  content  to  set 
at  nailghi  all  of  .Vapoleon's  dynastic 
lUTibitions,  but  il  has  also  visited  with 
biting  irony  Ills  sacrifice  of  Joseplilue 
on  the  altar  01"  that  vain  ambition.  Al- 
tiiough  he  put  away  his  wife  that  the 
imrieriM  succession  might  be  cstablish- 
cd  in  his  own  blood.  It  remained  not  for 
a  son  of  Marie  Louise  but  for  a  grand- 
son of  his  divorced  Kmpress  to  revive 
his  dynasty  and   wear  his  crown. 

The  griuidchlldreii  of  .loseplilno 
moutjted  no  less  than  four  thrones,  for 
besides  Napoleon  111.,  a  daughter  of 
Princr.  Kugeiie  Beaiiltarnais  mnrried  a 
liraganza  and  became  an  Kmpress  of 
llrnzll,  H  son  wedded  the  Qu<;en  of  Port- 
iigiil  and  hecamc  the  royal  consort  of 
that  sovereign,  whil..'  another  became 
the  husband  of  a  sister  of  the  C/,ar 
Nicholas.  But  the  strangest  prank  that 
fortune  played  was  the  marriage  of  a 
diiiightci-  of  JCugniio  and  a  grantidaugh- 
ter  of  .losephlne  to  (.)scar.  son  of  Uer- 
nadotic  and  of  Napoleon's  early  .sweet- 
heart. Deslree  Clary.  As  the  wife  of 
Oscar  I.  :Iil»  P»|nce.s  sat  on  the  llirone 
of  .Sweden  as  Queen  .loanphlne  and  gave 
a  daughter  lo  the  royal  house  of  Hen- 
murk.  Thus  the  descendants  of  the 
Creole  Kmpress  hold  today  two  of  tito 
tlwones  o,f  Scandinavia. 

AT  THE  INVAUDES 

.Vlthough  no  drop  of  Bonaparte  blood 
now  courses  beneath  a  crown.  Napoleon 
1.  still  Is  enthroned  under  the  golden 
dome  of  the  Invalldes.  That  vast  sol- 
diers' home  has  lo«f  the  purpose  to 
which  Louts  Xiy.  dedicated  It,  when  he 
opened  it  to  the  wrecks  of  his  battles, 
and  has  become  a  great  shrine  of  war, 
whose  chief  dlety  Is  the  martial  Km- 
peror of   the    French. 

Thfe  magnincent  tomb  of  Napoleon  is 
In  one  .Df  the  two  oliapels  ot  the  Int- 
uieiMiQ  pile,  which  Is  mainly  given  over 
to  the  exhibition  halla  of  a  museum, 
crowded;  with  the  Jumbled.  rellcK  of 
ages  of  warfare.  But  always  the  vis- 
itors to  the  mtlscuni  throng  thickest 
hbOBt  nOHfie  Napoleonic  souvenir:  The 
rude  .funevat  car  which  bor«  him  to 
ll^s  ;at.  Helena  crave,  a  sift  from  Que«n 
Victoria:  a  «|mple  wooden  settee,  which 
was  the  fjiVorito  seat  of  the  thronolcan 
monarch  lit. ^ia«xil«;  the  waUtluc  atlok 
whtelv  attpi;K>rted.'htni  «|io  onee  bad  Car- 
rl«d  th«  walUM  <tf  c^Jilta  Mn  hla  ahol- 
dera:  ihi'ianglk;  micbttiitly  routh,  dmft 
of  his  liM»«M''to'(K4»'I>t1nDa  Begirt  b«.

cliapeau  of  the  comiueror  draw  the  cu- 
rious  closest  and   hold   theni    loneest. 

In  the  chapel  of  St.  Louis  a  silvery 
bcU  tinkles  the  half  hours  among  Uie 
tombs  in  the  Aisle  of  the  Bravt;.  where 
the  soldlor.s  of  France  sleei*  in  a  time- 
less eternity.  There  lie  Marslials  Bes- 
si'eres,  Moncey,  Serurler,  Oudinot  and 
.lourdan.  There  also  Is  the  heart  of 
Kleber,  which  the  unerring  knife  of  an 
Kgyptian  assassin  found,  and  so,  too, 
is  the  heart  of  tiiat  Fir.st  tircnadlcr  of 
Fr.ance,     La    Tour    d'Auvergne. 

Of  Napoleon's  twenty-six  niarsbals  it 
la  strange  that  only  three,  I.iaunes,  Bes- 
'sicres  and  PonlatowskI,  .should  have  met 
a  soldier's  death,  and  that  all  but  eight 
iliod  in  their  beds.  Four  were  killed  in 
the  period  of  tliclr  nui.ster's  downfall, 
Ney  by  the  tiourbons,  Murat  by  tho 
.Veapolltans.  P.rune  by  a  mob,  and  Uer- 
ihier  l>,v  falling  from  his  window,  while 
Mortier  was  struck  down  by  ■  a  bomb 
thrown  at    King  Louis    Philippe   in    1835. 

Massena,  .\ugu'rcau,  Perlgnon,  Kellor- 
man  and  Lefohre  did  not  long  survive 
the  Kmpire,  imd  died  before  Napoleon. 
Hut  thirteen,  or  precisely  one-half  of 
Ihe  marshals  outlived  the  l^mperor.  and 
Cioueliy,  Victor,  Oudinot.  Murmont, 
.Soiilt,  Moncey  and  Bernadotle  were  still 
living  when  ills  remains  were  brought 
hack   from    St.    Helena. 

THE  TOMB  OF  NAPOLEON 

The  Chapel  of'  the  Dome,  In  which 
.Vapoleon  lies,  was  erected  by  tho  Crand 
Monnniue  us  iho  Hoyal  Church  in  tho 
Invalldes,  l.'iO  years  before  the  usurper 
of  the  liourboii  throne  found  his  grqve 
in  front  of  its  high  altar.  Yet  il  w.ts 
the  Kmperor  him.self  who  converted  It 
to  a  mortuary  puipose,  when  lie  brought 
to  the  chapel  the  body  of  Turenne  and 
the  heart  of  Vauhan.  those  two  mar- 
.slials  of  Louis  XIV..  and  gave  them 
selpulture    llicre. 

Tlie  lofty'  wooden  doiiie,  witii  its  now 
neglected  and  .shabby  gliding,  resls  like 
a  giganllc  helmet  on  th'e  tomb  of  Napo- 
leon, which  sits  beneHth  the  very  cupo- 
la and  In  an  open  circular  crypt,  iSO  feet 
below  the  floor  of  the  church.  As  If  to 
armor  iiim  against  Invaders  of  his  uuict 
realm,  he.  lies  In  no  less  than  six  cofllns 
of  oak,  mahoganj-,  ebony,  lead  and  fin, 
which  is  turn  are  sunrded  within  a 
m.Tsshe  fortn-ss  In  the  form  of  .in  im- 
posing sareopltagu.s,  standing  nearly  16 
feet   high. 

The  rai'e  r«?d  pfophyry  of  the  sai-cdph- 
agus  caWe  frohi  that  Finland,  which,  at 
Tilsit,  Napoleon  i>er!nUled  itussla  to 
lake  from  Sweden,  tho  Czar  cheerfully 
consenting  to  tlie  quarrying  of  it  with 
the  remark  that  since  Bussia  had  over- 
thrown him.  It  was  only  fair  that  she 
should  entomb  him.  But  the  son  of  the 
blue  sea  Is  shielded  from  those  alien 
stones,  cut  on  the  frozen  shores  of  the 
White  .Sea,  by  a  lining  of  the  warm- 
tinted  granite*-  of  his  own  native  Cor- 
sica, m'hlle  the  base  of  nil  la  a  block 
of  that  green  granite  with  which  na- 
ture has  fortlfled  the  Uaul  against  the 
Teuton    In    the   mountains  of   Vosgea 

Like  sentinels  al>out  the  tomb  stand 
twelve  colossal  Victories  In  Carrara 
marble.  But  even  a.-j  tho  Kmpire  made 
the  fatal  mistake  of  exalting  force 
above  Justice,  so  Napoleon's  victorttta 
of  peace  are  celebrated  in  the  dim 
shadows  behind  h)»  victories  of  war, 
whferc  In  bas  relief  on  the  wall  of  the 
crypt  are  carved  symbolical  ropresonta- 
tions  of  his  undisputed  titles  to  the 
grfttltude  of  posterity— ^the  Code  Na- 
poleon: the  execution  of  irreat  public 
works:  the  founding  of  trfb'  UniVeralty 
of  Franco;  the  establishment  of  she 
Letlon.'bf  Honor;  the  protection  of  com- 
merce and  Industry:  the  reffulattoti  of 
the  public  finances;,  the  Concordat;  the. 
craatlon  of  the  CounMl  of  State:  the  re- 
form  of  tho  otvll  adibjntatratlon  and 
th«  raiit»ratl«ii  of  piiliilla  arttar.     -''  ■

followed  hiiu  111  hi.s  two  exiles  and  to 
his  two  graves.  The  other  is  iJuroc, 
who  followed  liiui  In  r.taue  and  war 
until  he  fell  by  Ills  side  In  the  iSaxon 
campaign  of  ISI.?,  when  the  Kmperor  In 
his  bitter  contompi  for  the  Ingratitude 
of  man,  praised  his  fallen  .servlior  for 
having  the  faithfulness  and  affection  of 
a  dog.  Like  a  dog,  then  let  it  be,  the 
Grand  Marsiml  of  tUc  Palace  still  keeps 
watcli  at  tilt;  iloor  while  the  master 
rests,   in-  untroubled    sleep. 

Nothing  In  the  invalldes  lieit.  r  em- 
phasises its  monumental  grandeur  than 
three  slai)8  of  stone  in  one  of  the  small 
rooms  of  the  church.  They  ar.e  the  un- 
carved  covering  of  the  tinmarkod  grave 
beneath  the  willows  al  St.  Helena.  But 
ibis  grave  at  the  Invalldes',  too.  has 
been  left  nameless.  for,  after  all, 
whether  with  .sword  or  pen.  with  ax  or 
scythe,   a   man   cuts  hi.s  own   epitaph. 

IDOLATORS  AND  ICONOCL^TS 

Following  Sedan  there  wiis  a  violent 
rej.ctlon  from  the  Napoleonic  idolatry 
of  thy  Second  ICmplre.  .Skepticl.sm  and 
condemnation  swiftly  ran  to  an  extreme 
as  great  as  the  blind  credulity  of  the 
Idol  worshippers.  The  Napoleonic  le- 
gend was  furiously  torn  to  tatters  and 
its  central  figure  was  traimformed  from 
a  mythological  deity  into  the  scape- 
goat of  modern  times:  from  nii  Impos- 
sible ilemigod  he  was  distorted  into  an 
lin possible    demon. 

Time  has  checked  that  reaction  and 
softened  the  rage  of  the  iconoclast.?, 
who  no  sooner  overcame  the  base  habit 
nf  looking  up  to  N,-jpoleon  than  they 
fell  into  the  opposite  lia.seness  of  flat- 
tering themselves  by  looking  down  on 
him.  It  Is  difflciilt  to  take  a  horizon lal 
view  of  one  whose  life  and  character 
touched  heights  so  lofty  and  stfiindefl 
depths  .so  abysmal.  But  as  the  world 
Increases  In  understanding,  men  will  bo 
enabled  to  look  a  Napoleon  in  the  eye 
and  view  him  on  a  level  with  them- 
selves, when,  perhaps,  he  will  lo.se  their 
awe  but  gain  their  charity.  As  history 
grows  democratic  It  will  become  more 
and  more  like  nature  herself,  careless 
of  the  single  life  and  careful  of  the 
type.  M'e  arc  now  too  prone  to  magni- 
fy a  man  and  to  minify  mankind,  to 
forget  that  110  one  stand.s — or  falls- 
alone. and  that  all  men  are  creatures  of 
circumstances. 

PICKED  OUT  OF  THE  CROWD 

AVe  have  seen  .Vapoleon  at  twenty- 
four  n  drifiing.  unambitious  man.  ap- 
parently of  the  common  moM;  mediocre 
in  school;  an  indifferent  soldier;  un- 
kempt and  awkward  In  the  salon,  emit- 
ting not  a  Hash  of  that  genius  which  he 
was  HO  scan  and  suddenly  to  radiate 
before  a  daaaled  worl^d.  Wo  saw  him 
unstirred  by  the  Great  Bevolutlon,  when 
the  while  to  slay  in  his  native  island. 

"We  srfw  him  aimlessly  loitering  In 
the  streets  of  Paris,  where.  like  a  Juror 
at  a  coroner's  Inquest,  he  was  called 
It  had  been  raging  alwut  his  head  fm-  a 
Italf-doicen  years,  and  deaf  to  the  loud 
knocklngs  of  opportunity,  which  had 
aroused  so  many  of  his  comrades.  Wo 
saw  him  shunning  military  service,  'run- 
ning away  from  France  a^id  trying  all 
out  of  the  crowd  and  pUced  on  horse- 
back. Surely  500,  maybe  1,000,  army  of- 
ficers had  more  experience  and  reputa* 
tlon.  He  was  nobody,  not  even  a 
Frenchman;  hut  autlJorlty  and  law, 
rank  wealth  and  aeniorlty  had  all  been 
Hwcpt  away,  In  ths  Revolution.  The 
whole  structure  of  society  waa  turned 
upside  down,  and  the  state  was  wtpaa>; 
clean.  Thereupon  the  mighty 
forces,  clamorihic  fdr  an 
on  thia  ohanca  pasaartoif

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men  even  from  the  Senate  until  they 
are  30,  and  from  the  Presidency  until 
they  aro  35.  Caesar  was  <0  when  he' 
really  began  his  career.  This  man  had 
run  his  course  before  most  rulers  gain 
supreme  power. 

"t  am  called  to  renovate  the  social 
world,"  ho  said,  ^d  thia  contidence  In- 
sures my  success."  He  threw  himself 
.igain.sl  the  gale  of  Ihe  Orient,  and  Us 
hinges,  rusted  by  500  years  of  disuse. 
Were  shattered.  He  smote  slothful  K^- 
rope  and  Its  medieval  systems  crum- 
bled   to    dust. 

He  infused  with  the  electric  force  of 
the  revolution  armies,  lawyers,  artlat.s, 
builders,  and  at  his  command  codes 
were  formulated,  arches  and  bridges 
rose,   roads   were  made  and  canals  were 

dug. 

THE  FATAL  DELUSION 

The  iiolltlcians  of  Kuropc,  naturally 
enough,  Ihought  his  power  came  from 
hirn.sclf.  "The  world  invited 'me  to  gov- 
ern it,"  lie  said.  "Sovereigns  and  sub- 
jects vied  with  one  another  tnhastening 
beneath    my    sceptre." 

His  ambition  grew  on  what  It  fed.  In- 
evitably he  came  to  share 'the  general 
belief  that  he  was  the  source  ,jthd  not 
merely  the  medium  of  the  fnlght  With 
which  he  waa  invested.  He  attributed 
it  to  the  Tavor  of  Fortune.  Ha  waa  the 
child  of  destiny.  A  lucky  atar  must 
have  shone  at  his  birth.  Hti^asumed 
that  he  must  have  been  born 'to  rule. 
Therefore  he  crowuad  himaclf.  Ha 
could  ennoble  mfn  by  his  touch,  and  a 
new  aristocracy  sprang  Into  boing.  Hla 
omnljioteiice  must  be  In  his  blood. 
Therefore  he  crowned  his  brothers  and 
sisters  and  divorced  his  wife  that  ho 
might  surely  transmit  the  divine  spark. 

He  found  himself  thp  superman,  «et 
above  and  apart  from  his  kind,  and  con- 
demned to  solitary  imprisonment  lif  a 
splendid  but  pitiable  Isolation.  Hla  fan- 
atical egothelsm,  his  sclf-worablp  re- 
pelled his  wives,  his  brothers,  his  als- 
tcrs,  his  associates,  whom  he  lOfdcd 
with  coronets  and  domains  without  ma- 
king a  friend  among  thfem  all.  Awo. 
dread  and  envy  cut  him  oft  from  the 
affections  of  men  and  women  and  left 
him  filled  with  the  bitterness  of  Byron'a 
cynical   lines; 

"He  who  sun>as.se»   or   subdues  mankind 
Must  look  down  on   the  hate  of  thosa 
below." 

lie  despised  men  aiid  chailetii*ged  the 
impossible.  "I  may  llnd  the  pillars  of 
Hercules  In  .Spain,"  he  boasted,  ,"but  t 
shall  not  And  the  limits  of  my  power." 

But  he  bad  struck  doWn.  the  Ravolu- 
tlon.  silenced  the  people  and  ohalned 
the  forces  that  had  fllled  him  with  tha 
strength  of  a  Cojoaaua.  He  was  atlU 
borne  on,  It  Is  \  true,  but  pnly  by  tho 
original  momentum,  and  whara  ono«  ho 
had  won  campalftha  wItIi  60,00t  and 
had  Won  campaigns  with  l«,«M  and 
60,000  BepubUcans,.  he  now  lad  fOf^o 
Imperialists  to  dlaastor.  At  laat  l^  lOlto'i ' 
tary  genius  waa  re<iulred  to  orar1itiN>w' : 
him,  either  at  Lolpaie'or  at  tha  c*t
